JAPAN. 
HIOGO AND OSAKA. 

From Hiogo and Osaka we have dates to the 19th Dec. The Hiogo 
Municipal Council is setting us an excellent example, but it is 
composed of young active men, and has plenty of money. One of 
their votes we notice of 30,000 boos for improving and lighting 
their ‘streets, draining them, and planting them with trees! 
Their Chamber of Commerce is also active, and has just adopted 
a very sensible report on the management of the bonded ware- 
houses, recommending, among other important reforms, a reduc- 
tion of the scale of charges, which is likely to bring increased 
business and a larger income to the native Government. Colonel 
Scott Stewart, the American Consul, has been issuing a notifica- 
tion forbidding captains of American ships to give shore leave to 
their men, and holding them responsible for any assaults com- 
mitted by the sailors either on board ship or ashore. This has 
naturally created a considerable excitement amongst the “ free and 
enlightened,” and it appears, indeed, legally impossible to punish 


one man for another man’s crime. 


YEDO. 
FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 

Yedo, now the city of the Mikado, is consequently for the time 
being the capital of the Empire. The policy which has brought 
about the downfall of the Shiogoon, or Tycoon, has been advo- 
cated all along by Sir Harry Parkes, in opposition rather to the 
views of his ministerial colleagues, who are for the present non- 
plused. There are many here, however, who believe that the alle- 
giance given in by the Daimios is by no means to be depended upon 
and that raids similar to that at Hakodadi will be repeated, and 
thus keepthe unhappy country in civil war for a prolonged period, 
The leading Southern Daimios are Satsuma, Choshiu, Tosa, Bosen, 
and Hizen ; on the north, Aidzu, Shonai, Sendai, Akita, Nambu ; 
and the continuance of the present order of things is doubtful. Most 
of the foreign Ministers favour the old regime of the Shiogoon, 
and have no confidence in the present state of things. The Mi- 
kado has no real power; it is all derived from the Daimios, who 
are perpetually quarrelling with each other. 

The city of Yedo in the official quarter has still a very deserted 
appearance, but the business part has decidedly improved of late. 

e streets are well kept, and are wider than those of China; in- 
deed they are much superior, and there is an absence of the 
wretched smells so frequent in Chinese cities. The shops, how- 
ever, are by no means equal to those of Ohina. The Japanese are 
infants at trade compared to the Chinese, and most of the foreign 
bankers, merchants, ie. in Yokohama are compelled to have Chi- 
nese to conduct their business. This is to be regretted, as it pre- 
vents, to some extent, free intercourse between the foreigners 
and the Japanese, and the profits to some extent we know will be 
secured by the wily Chinese. 

The hotel at Yedo is one of the greatest marvels of the age. 
The traveller from Europe will find a building that would be a 
credit to any first-class rye! in Europe. The building stands on 
a site on the margin of the bay, surrounded by grounds very 
tastefully laid out, and covered mounds. The length is about 
two hun feet ; breadth, —; height of tower, which commands 
a fine view of the city, bay, and the ever-adored mountain of Fu- 
viama, eighty feet. The accommodation is equal to about one 
hundred visitors, according to the size of apartments in this 
country ; in Europe it would be made to snit three hundred. In 
addition to the dining-hall, there is a billiard-room and drawing- 
room, with large corridors and verandahs. The living and 

neral supplies are very satisfactory, and the terms, 3 dols. per 

ay, very reasonable. The building was erected by some Japanese 
merchants, and is worked by them ; but no doubt it is part of the 
policy of the Government to quarter us in ono corner, and keep 
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us isolated. Our representatives do not combat, but rather favour 
these proceedings. The management of the hotel is in charge of 
Mr. Thomad G. Browne, an Englishman, who has succeeded very 
creditably in organising the various departments. 


YOKOHAMA. 

‘he present mail brings advices from this port to the 30th De- 
cember. The latest dates received from England were to the 23rd 
October, the outward mail of that date, which reached Yokohama 
on the 16th December, being followed the same day by the over- 
due French mail of October 18. The latest London telegrams 
were to November 23. The Pacific mail steamer China, from San 
Francisco (December 2), wasa day overdue when the present mail 
left. The Japan left Yokohama for San Francisco on the 28th 
December, with 1,400 tons cargo, 16 European, and nearly 500 
Chinese passengers, of whom 260 were females. [Her advices 
were received in London, via New York, last week.] 

The Japan Times sums up the news of the fortnight as follows :— 

The only political news we had to give in our last was of the 
important move made by Enomoto, late admiral of the oruesws 
fleet, in descending on the Island of Yezo and threatening Hako- 
dadi. We have now to confirm this intelligence, and to add that 
the pirates are in temporary possession of Hakodadi, its small 
er hiang having had to retire before the superior force. Mr. 

dams, Secretary to the British Legation, went up in the Satelite, 
which vessel, with the Argus, and H.I.M. Venus left Yokohama 
for the north on receipt of the first news, for the protection of 
foreign interests. 

The idea of a settlement of the Tokugawa clan in Yezo is no 
new thing ; it was mooted months ago, when—it being absolutel 
necessary that Yedo should be abandoned by them, as a clear visi- 
ble sign to the people of the overthrow of the family and the 
hated Shiogoonate vested in it—the question arose, “ What's to 
be done with them?” The main difficulty in the way of their 
disposal in Yezo was that a large number of the clau persistently 
refused to become Mikado’s men and to submit themselves to the 
jurisdiction of his officers. This was never got over, and hence 
the split in the clan, the chiefs—the ex-Shiogoon, Kamenoski, and 
Stotsbashi, with what we may call the respectable part of the 
family, submitting and being comfortably settled, as we have seen, 
in Suruga, while the rowdy element, with all the Jonins and other 
kindred spirits they could pick up, ran away with most of the 
ships and treasures of the clan, of which they are now making 
good use. A clearer case of robbery and piracy has seldom been 
seen ; but whether it will be punished as it deserves is doubtful. 
Of course it is out of the question that the port of Hakodadi can 
be anything but a Government port, and this, at all events, will 
be retaken, for which purpose troops are now on the move. But 
Yezo is an extensive, wild country ; and entrenched there, aided 
by the advice of the French adventurers they have with them, and 
morally supported by some of the Foreign Ministers here, who pre- 
sume on the long distance they are from their chiefs for immunity 
in an obstructive policy, it will bo a hard mattor to root them out. 

Both Yedo and Nee-e-gata will be open to British Trade on the 
1st of January next meee to a Notification by H. E. Sir Harry 
Parkes just issued. Arts. VIII. and IX. of the general arrange- 
ments for the settlement of foreigners at Yedo published on the 
26th November last year are slightly modified. Any foreigner 
visiting Yedo must be furnished with a passport from his Consul, 
visé by the native officials, and this he will have to show at the 
ferry at Kawasaki, if journeying to the capital by land, or at one 
of the two landing places appointed for foreigners, if proceeding 
thither by sea. Certain parts of the city are also indicated as un- 
safe for us at present. Dr. Willis, Vice-Consul for the district of 
Yedo and Yokohama, will be stationed at Yedo, and Mr. F. Low- 
der goes from Hiogo and Nee-e-gata as Acting Consul. 

The Princes of Aidzu, father and son, are both in Yedo, await- 
ing the Mikado’s decree on their case. Each is in charge of 
another Daimio, which is equivalent to imprisonment among the 
nobility of Japan. We need hardly state that the absurd non- 
sense current during the fortnight, representing Aidzu as restored 
to favour and high office, entering Yedo in state with a score of 
Daimios, &c., some of which will be doubtless sent home by this 
mail, is all utterly false. .

Yorouama, Oct. 18. 

H.M.8. Pearl, Captain Ross, left this morning for Formosa, in 
compliance with eters from Admiral Keppel ; three other vessels 
are ordered to join Captain Ross, and the Admiral will also pro- 
ceed there on his return from Singapore, This little squadron is 
intended to bring to a point the many grievances we have against 
the Formosans. 

H.MS. Age has followed the Satellite for Hakodadi, for the 
protection of British property and subjects. A native steamer 
came in yesterday with the news that the fleet of Innamato (of 
which intelligence went home on 16th) had actually landed forces 
and taken Hakodadi, driving the Southern (Mikado’s) troops out 
of the place. The landing party was headed by Captain Brunet, 
a French officer in the service of the late Shiogoon, or Tycoon as 
it is still called here by foreigners. The rebel force consisted 
of Oaptain Brunet and seven other French officers, naval and 
military, some deserters from their own service. The force was, 
a Japanese corvette, the Kayomar, twenty-five rifled guns ; Eagle, 
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eight guns’; and four transports, with 4.000 troops of the late 
Government. ‘These troops landed in Volcano Bay, and after 
several skirmishes fought their way through thick snow to a 
strong battery called Kamittor, built by Japanese under Russian 
superintendence. This battery was taken by storm, and an en- 
trance into Hakodadi followed—the Mikado’s troops taking shelter 
in a steamer, and proceeding to Tsugono, on the other side of the 
Island of Yesso. One of Satsuma’s steamers, the Aiangsoo, was 
also taken by the rebels. It is believed that the Russians were at 
the bottom of this, and eventually will secure Saghalien. 

The brother of Stotsbashi arrived per French mail, and should 
events bring up the Shiogoon again, he will be put forward, 
although Stotsbashi and his Daimio friends would in reality be 
the rulers. At present the Mikado is entirely under the thumb 
of the Daimios, and there is no Government in the proper sense 
of the term. 

This affair at Hakodadi has destroyed the expectations, which 
looked promising, for peace, order, and consolidation of the 
Southern power under the Mikado and the final overthrow of the 
Shiogoon. 

Sir Harry Parkes has, somewhat in opposition to the other 
Ministers, taken the side of the Southerners. There are many 
sympathisers with the North, and as much aid and comfort afforded 
them as they can pay for. A settlement of all differences would 
stop the sale of arms and the chartering of steamers, and many 
other sources of profit.* 

A meeting of landowners, to consider the municipal govern- 
ment of the place, and the duty of the Japanese Government, is 
to be held on Monday next, the 21st. The American and Prus- 
sian Consuls still retain the ground rents against claims put up 
by their subjects against Japanese. 

M. Poelsbroek, the Dutch Consul-General, expects to leave 
shortly for Europe, leaving M. Van der Tak, the Consul, in charge. 

The troop ship Adventure arrived from Shanghai, ria Hiogo, 
towing the old Acorn, sold by Government to Messrs. Wilkin and 
Robison, us a coal hulk for this harbuur, for 7,000 dolg. The Ad- 
venture leaves again for Hong Kong with the otticers and men of 
the lost Rattler, to be transferred there to the fleet and some to 
England.

The opening of Yedo and Neegata, which I informed you would 
take place early in the year, has now been confirmed by an official 
notification from Sir Harry Parkes. In regard to Yedo the open- 
ing is completed, with a restriction that all British subjects (ex- 
cept officers in uniform) passing up to Yedo must obtain a pass- 
port from the Consul. This is certainly a very extraordinary 
manner of opening a port to trade, and the paternal care of Sir 
Harry will not be appreciated. The distinction drawn between 
officers and merchants is another step to degrade the latter in the 
eyes of the Japanese. While rollicking midshipmen and over- 
bearing officers clothed ina uniform may go to Yedo without a 

8S, ‘he merchant who has a real stake in preserving order must 
e treated as unfit to be trusted. Have not officers of all nation- 
alities committed more atrocities and been instrumental in pro- 
ducing more rows than merchants? The scope given to English 
trade has always been narrow and timid, and so long as it is per- 
severed in we must submit tothe paraphernalia of Yaconin guards 
(who are no use in cases of attack, for they keep behind you), and 
otherwise be treated like children. Now that Sir Harry has been 
so successful in advocating the winning cause, the notification of 
the opening of Yedo must be looked upon as extremely unsatis- 
factory. British merchants, however, do not find advantages con- 
ferred upon them in consequence of his success. Does Sir Harry 
really keep them in his eye, or is he entirely absorbed with the 
political game, and loses sight of the main point, viz., the pro- 
motion of our trade for the benefit of the national exchequer, 
through the medium of our merchants? What is our trade in 
Japan compared with the cost of the Embassy and Consulates, 
our ships of war and the military station here ? 

Nothing is said about the site for our merchants to build on at 
either Yedo or Neegata, and until this was arranged with the 
Japanese the blank notification that they are opened practically 
means nothing. No advantages are offered over the present 
system of visiting Yedo accompanied with a pass and Yaconins, 
and putting up at the hotel. To call this opening a port isa 
misnomer, a burlesque, and the notification certainly premature. 
It should have been withheld until some real advantage was 
bestowed for conducting trade at Yedo. 

Mr. F. O. Adams, the Chief Secretary of Legation, has gone to 
Hakodadi to give Mr. Consul Eusden the benefit of his advice 
and the views of Sir Harry Parkes on the hostilities latel enacted 
there, the particulars of which went home by last mail. Up to 
the present advices no inconvenience has resulted to foreigners. 
The leader of this attack is commonly styled Admiral Enamoto ; 
he was educated for five years in Holland. 

As it appears that the location of troops is to be a permanent 
institution, although a decided mistake, the attention of the War 
Office should be directed to the erection of substantial barracks 
and officers’ quarters, the buildings (or huts, rather) now used 
having been run up for temporary occuration, and being most 


* The P. and O. steamer Azoff, announced for Hiogo, has been with- 
drawn and chartered for Hakodadi by the Japanese Government. This 
is the first P. and O. steamer so chartered. The American steamers have 
had the most of it. 
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unfit for the heat and cold of this climate. Both men and officers 
are subjected to the greatest possible discomfort, which is disgrace- 
ful to our service. Being condemned to a life of inactivity, it is 
the more necessary that the accommodation should be comfortable. 
The usual policy of waiting for a wholesale loss of life is the one 
that will obtain here. Another grievance is that the allowances 
for officers do not equal those at Hong Kong, and we all know 
they are small enough. : 

‘The frightful fire of 1866 completely scared the insurance offices, 
and the rates charged have been excessive. It is estimated that 
insurance premiums amount to £50,000 per annum. They have 
less cause now to charge such rates, seeing that the residents‘here 
have organised a fire brigade, which, judging from a drill lately 

one through, would be quite able to cope with the next fire. 
his brigade is under European direction, and the leading 
irits in it are Mr. Smith, of the club, and Mr. Heght, who has 
dy received a testimonial for his services in the shape of a 
splendid tankard. These two gentlemen give their services gratu- 
itously. The number of fire-engines in the Settlement is about 
a dozen, of which five belong to the brigade, and there are about 
one hundred Japanese paid, and say one hundred more, belonging 
to the mercantile houses, who join on the alarm of fire. The 
expense of this brigade is met by the contributions of the com- 
munity, the amount subscribed being about 2,500 dols., the largest 
portion by firms who act as agents for insurance offices. The offices 
at home would do well to send out a few good engines and a 
large supply of leather hose, and one steam engine, These ap- 
liances, organised by ey ae are quite independent of the 
apanese, who have several brigades, and a good number of small 
wooden engines. 

Mr. Hogg, who has charge of the Japanese bonded’ warehouses, 
will be enabled soon to publish a revision of the tariff for storage, 
and also a simplification of the forms for conducting business. A 
scheme is also in progress for insuring goods in their godowns, 
which are first rate stone buildings, detached, and surrounded by 
a stone wall, and in every way to be considered a first class risk. 
The Japanese Government will issue policies at 2 much lower 
rate than that charged by the English offices generally, which at 
present are 4 per cent. for one or two months, 1 per cent. for three 
months, and 1} for six months. The Japanese propose to charge 
} per cent. for one or two months, and } per cent. for succeeding 
months. The Japanese will thus be in advance of us in our ideas 
on insurance. 

The Japanese show every disposition to make a liberal expendi- 
ture in the way of improvements for foreign trade. The, yearl 
receipts from import and export duties cannot be less than a mil- 
lion of dollars. 

The erection of bonded warehouses has heen a loss to them, the 

ds brought here for export being inconsiderable, but with 
friogo and other ports opening its utility will increase. It is un- 
fortunate that the Japanese were recommended to build them 
instead of establishing a system of drawbacks. 

The registration of foreigners and the charge of 5 dols. still 
continues notwithstanding a good deal of opposition. The Chinesé 

y a sum of 3 dols. up to 15 dols., according to their positions. 
Tie sum thus raised from Chinese goes to the municipal expen- 
diture, of which Mr. Benson is now the administrator. In its re- 
lations to foreigners public street lights are most urgently re- 

uired, and it is to be hoped that he will be able to secure this 
shortly. Meantime, however, it is inexcusable that the residents 
doJnot have a lamp at their gateways, which would relieve the 
present uncomfortable state of things, to say nothing of the dan- 
ger of assault by Japanese or drunken sailors ; especially are lights 
reaued at the landing-places, and a better class of boat for the 
arbour. : 

The business in chartering and selling steamers continues, but 
the latter has become very difficult ; the Japanese now see that 
they have paid dearly for their amusement. Most of the steamers 
bought are ruined by Japanese engineers in twelve months and 
less. One firm here, Messrs. Walsh, Hall, and Oo., have in their 
charge, for employment or sale, nearly a dozen steamers, besides 
which there is quite another dozen, and the spare steamers of the 
P. and O. Company and Pacific (American) Company. 

The settlement is just now very lively. On the 17th Mr. and 
Mrs. Stone and others, from Australia, constituting a theatrical 
company, were aided by the amateurs, including Mr. Seare, well 
known to old China residents for his theatrical talent. The piece 
was “The Hunchback,” and our friend Mr. Seare took the leading 

t of Master Walter with admirable skill. On tho 21st the com- 

ined amateur force came out in “ Kenilworth” with great success. 
The officers,and some of the crew of the American gunboat Mau- 
mee gave a minstrel performance, 
_ The weather has not been equal, on the whole, to the autumn 
in Japan, but still we have had some very bright days—the ther- 
mometer ranging about 60 degs. in the day down to freezing point 
at night. The quantity of rain throughout the} year has been 
double the average. ° 
_ The Japanese Dictionary, brought out here by Dr. Hepburn,* 
is in extensive use here amongst foreigners and Japanese, and 
liberal offers have been made to the worthy doctor to bring out a 
new edition, but his health at present does not permit his under- 
taking the matter.

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The old China sport of Bere hunts, both on horse and foot, is 
much in vogue here, the cold weather suiting this exercise well, 
as also the nature of the country round the Scttlement, composed 
of hills, bridges, marsh, and beach, At a foot race run this week 
the hares were followed by about forty or fifty of the morcantile 
community, officers of theJarmy and navy, &c. The distance run 
over was about six miles. 

Messrs. Aspinall, Carnes, and Co. have been appointed {agents 
for Lloyds at Yokohama. 

The English Church at Yokohama is a very poor building, and 
the site chosen by no means creditable to the taste of those who 
selected it, cramped up near the dirty creek which runs along the 
Settlement. The building itself has no spire or tower of the finish 
usually bestowed on a colonial place of worship. It has not 
reached the dignity of an organ. Such as it is, Mr. Bailey, the 
chaplain, does the best possible to make it comfortable, but the 
sooner a new one is built on a clear and more pretentious site the 
better for English credit. The cemetery is also in a wretched con- 
dition. Here is the resting place of the victims Richardson, 
Baldwin, Bird, and others. By the way, the friends of Richard- 
son who got his money might have sent out a decent stone for the 
grave, 

The following Consular changes will shortly be effected. Mr. 

Lowder, at present acting Consul at Osaka and Hiogo, is to be 
transferred to Neegata. Dr. Willes, of this place, to be Vice-Con- 
sul at Yedo. Mr. Walsh, who has borne all the heat and burden 
of the day from the earliest days of Sir Rutherford Alcock, pro- 
ceeds to Mayland next month onffleave, and it is to be hoped will 
receive his promotion. 
At present we have only in harbour H.M.’s ship Ocean (iron-clad) 
and Cormorant. The Argus is expected back from Hakodadi. 
The Italian frigate, Princess Clothilde, arrived on the 24th, which 
will add to the importance of the Comte de la Tour, Italian 
Minister, in the eyes of the Japanese, and no doubt hi. own. 

Unlike China, where all foreigners learn “ pidgin English,” the 
foreigners here learn Japanese, which is certainly a more sensible 
process. It is easily acquired—that is, the language necessary for 
all ordinary intercourse. The study of the Japanese to acquire it 
properly is, of course, a’ more laborious process, and involves 
course which people engaged in business cannot give the time to. 
But to be able to make yourself understood in any part of the 
country is a great advantage. 

The disposition to adopt European toggery is truly amusing, 
and the proportion large. The Inverness cape is a special fa- 
vourite, and is made out of blankets and all descriptions of cloth. 
Felt hats and leather boots, and even spurs, are very common, 
and ‘the appearance of the Yokomins, and others who use them, 
is truly grotesque. 

The Hon. W. Coke, brother to the Earl of Leicester, with his 
travelling companion, Colonel Smith, of the Guards, leave here in 
& few days for Hiogo and Osaka, en route for China, 

Messrs. Brunton and McVean, the civil engincers who lately 
arrived from England under engagement with the Japanese, are 
now fairly at work. The coast and harbour lighthouses are re- 
ceiving their first attention. Mr. Brunton is now out on a survey 
of the coast to fix on the most suitable spots, and on receipt of 
some plant and material, with English mechanics, now on the way 
out, we shall soon see lighthouses springing up. A light ship is 
building here, to be moored at the entrance of this anchorage, and 
buoys for the different spits which run out in the entrance, the 
peove one being the Souratogit. Workshops and dwelling 

ouses are in course of ercction for the envineers and workmen. 
The lighthouse at the entrance of Nagasaki is now completed and 
lighted. The question of drainage has also their attention, and 
plans, specifications, and estimates for an effective system of co- 
vered drainage will soon be ready. It is to be hoped that Mr. 
Brunton will succeed in inducing the Japanese Government at the 
same time to lay down gas and water pipes, the expense of which 
would be reimbursed in time by the community, To lay down 
drains now, and a*year hence dig up again for laying pipes would 
be indeed a mistake, and great inconvenience to the community. We 
trust the Japanese Government will be disposed to take this matter 
in hand, as it is very much needed, and cannot be dealt with b 
any private individual. One or two failures have already occurred. 
he fashion of having residences on the hills adjacent is on the 
increase, and a few years may see the Settlement used chiefly for 
offices and godowns. There can be no question about the superior 
advantages for married people with families. The walks and rides 
for children in the Settlement are not of a healthy or ie 
description, whilst on the hills good gardens may be secured in ad- 
dition to healthy walks.* The British Legation and all the troops 
are located on the hill or bluff washed by the sea. 

The sites in the Settlement were not put up at stated prices, 
but the purchasers paid the native occupant sums varying up to 
266 dols., and a ground rent of 28 dols. per 100 tsubocs annually 
to Government. A few lots in the Settlement were put up last 
month at 4 dols. per tsuboe, and were run up to 14 dols., subject 
to the annual ground rent of 28 dols. fn 100 tsuboes. There are 
1,236 tsuboes to the English acre. here is an opinion in some 

uarters that the opening of Osaka and Yedo will somewhat lower 
the value of property here, but I do not concur in this, and am of

opinion that the anchorage and general business facilities here 
will be unequalled, and Yokohama must remain the great centre. 

H.M.S. Adventure leaves on the 24th for Hong Kong, with the 
officers and crew of the lost Ratéler, for transfer to England, and 
about 110 time-expired men, with women and children, from the 
10th Regiment, now stationed here. 

The engineering yard of Messrs, Lucy and Oo. on the Creek is 
now equal to almost anything in the shape of engineering, and 
Japanese workmen for moulding, casting, &c., are found to be very 
skilful. The Japanese foundry, established under French aus- 
pices has been engaged chiefly in constructing small marineengines, 
the vessels being built at the larger works at Yokoska, noticed ir 
my last. 

"yokobass, like other places of English formation, has its amuse- 
ments and healthy recreations. istmas-day was one of the 
most charming days ever experienced. The decorations with ever- 
greens and red-berries extended to almost every house. The 
church was certainly the prettiest, thanks to the chaplain’s wife, 
Mrs. Bailey, and assistance from Mrs. Simpson, Miss Brooke, and 
others. A very good Christmas custom also prevails here of pre- 
senting the chaplain with a purse, contributed by the community, 
valued generally at about £50. Mrs. Hepburn raised a very hand- 
some Christmas-tree, and a large assemblage of ladies and children 
attended at the distribution of the gifts. The sun shone bright, 
and warm enough to be enjoyable, with just a light northerly 
wind. The race-course was the great centre of meeting. About 
thirty ponies started on a paper hunt, including hurdles and 
ditches, and after a well contested struggle Lieut. Lee was the 
victor and winner of a silver cup presented by Mr. Lindau. Mr. 
Cope came infsecond. Owing to the year’s trade being an unpro- 
fitable one there is not much joviality, but the day concluded with 
dinners of beef, turkeys and plum-puddings, nearly equal to the 
old country. 

According to the directory, published at the Japan Gazette office 
last September, there are of all nationalities in Yokohama some 550, 
divided as follows :—English, 240; American, 80; Germans, 70 ; 
French, 60 ; Dutch, 50; Italian, Portuguese, aud Swiss, 60; total, 
550. A large number of these are not registered at their respec- 
tive Consulates. The English regulations require registration and 
a fee annually. This is objected to, and a large number conse- 

uently are not registered. It is certainly useful and reasonable 
that every one should register on his arrival, but not annually. 

The Pacific Mail Company's steamer Japin, Capt. Lane, arrived 
from Hong Kong on the 25th, en route for San Francisco. She 
brings a large cargo, about 500 Chinese passengers (200 women), 
and about twenty-five European passengers. She leaves on the 
28th, and the inward steamer is expected on that day. This is an 
inconvenientJarrangement ; the departures from this port should 
be fixed two days later. 

H.MS. Argus returned yesterday from Hakodadi, bringing back 
Mr. Adams, the Secretary of Legation. H.M.S. Satellite was left 
there, and the French frigate Vennes. The fleet of Ermamoto was 
still in the harbour. The town was quiet, and foreigners had uot 
been put to any inconvenience, nor did they anticipate any. Bu- 
siness was of course at a stand, but several parcels of native pro- 
duce had been bought up cheap. The natives were selling out, 
and leaving the place toa great extent. According to present 
appearances, the troops of the Mikado, or rather of the Daimios 
on his side, will rally and make an effort to retake the place. 
Foreign vessels are being employed in the transport of troops. in- 
cluding the P. and O. steamer Azoff,the neutrality proclamation 
being Siete rded by the consent of Sir Harry Parkes, but not— 
as it should be—withdrawn. 





The following” notification has been issued by Her Majesty’s 
Minister respecting the opening of YedoJand Ne-e-gata :— 


NOTIFICATION. 

With reference to the notifications issued by the undersigned 
on the 28th of March and the 12th September last, informing 
British subjects that the opening of Yedo and Ne-e-gata had been 
temporarily deferred in consequence of the disturbed state of 
affairs which then existed, he has now to make known that that 
city and oats will be opened to British trade on the Ist of January 
next, and that he has agreed on the part of H.B.M.’s Government 
to the following modifications in Articles VIII. and IX. of the 
arrangements for the settlement of foreigners at Yedo, which were 
published in his notification of November 26th, 1867. 

Articles VIII. and IX. as now modified :— 

Article VIII.—In order to give due effect to the provisions of 
the treaties which relate to the residence of foreigners at Yedo, 
every foreigner coming to Yedo, unless he be an officer of a 
foreign Government and in uniform, must be furnished with a 
passport from the consular authority of his nation at Yokohama, 
which must be viséd by the Hanji of Kanagawa. Foreigners 
coming from Yokohama by land will be required to show their 
passports at the ferry at Kawasaki, while those coming by sea must 
not land elsewhere than at either of the two landing places at 
Tamachi and Tsukiji, and must produce their passports on landing 
whenever required to do so by a Japanese officer. Any foreigner, 
other than an officer as above-named, arriving at Yedo without a 
passport, may be arrested and conveyed before his Consul. 

Article [X.— Foreign lighters, tow-boats and peers be and 
all other foreign boats, with the exception of those belonging to 
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vessels of war, will be required, on arriving off Yedo, to enter by 
the channel between the two forts marked with white beacons. 

It being considered undesirable that foreigners visiting or re- 
siding at Yedo should under present circumstances frequent the 
quarter comprised within the inner moat of the city, or should 
proceed into the country around Yedo to the extent of the limits 
described in Article XI. of the arrangements aforesaid, British 
subjects are hereby warned that they should avoid entering the 
quarter named until further notice, and that they should not pro- 
ceed into the country beyond the limits shown on a map which 
will be exhibited atjH.B.M.’s Vice-Consulate at Yedo. 

John Frederic Lowder, Esq., at present H.B.M.’s acting Consul 
for the consular districts of Shake and Hiogo, is appointed to act 
as H.B.M.’s Consul at Ne-e-gata, and William Willis, Eeq., M.D 
H.B.M.’s Vice Consul for the consular district of Kanagawa an 
Yedo, will for the present be stationed at Yedo.

NAGASAKI. 

A fire occurred on the'19th Dec, at the hong of Messrs. Walsh 
and Oo., and the official residence of H.I. Russian Majesty’s Consul, . 
which destroyed the premises. They are stated to be uninsured, | 
The cause of the fire appears to have been a defective chimney, a 
beam running through which must have caught alight from the 
previous night’s fire in the grate beneath it. 

The steamer NVangato received a full cargo of copper ore in the 
bay north of Akita, and on proceeding to sea was caught at the 
mouth of the bay by a very heavy sea, and immediately filled and 
sank. All hands were saved. Captain Catto and crew proceeded 
to Hakodadi. 

The remains of H.M.S. Rattler have been given to the Japanese 
as a reward for the kindness shown to the crew of that ship. It 
is said that Captain du Petit Thouars, of H.I.M.S. Dupleiz, will be 
offered a C.B.-ship for his energy and kindness in relieving the 
crew of the same ill-fated ship. 

The Nagasaki Times gives the following return of foreign re- 
sidents at that port :—British, 88; American, 42 ; Dutch, 32; 
Prussian, 18 ; French, 11; Portuguese, 10 ; Swiss, 6 ; total, 207. 
Chinese in foreign settlement, 332; Chinese in Yashiki, 237; 
Chinese in Sinchee, 60 ; total, 629. 

A notification has been issued by H.B.M.’s Consul, informing his 
nationals that the native authorities have granted permission to 
foreigners to visit the Hot Springs of Tsupagaki, in Hizen. Seven 
days’ notice must be given. With regard to this, the above paper 
says :—“We cannot hear that this boon has been granted to fo- 
reigners at the particular instance of any person, but understand 
that it is a spontaneous offer on the part of the Japanese Govern- 
ment. Asa further instance of the rapid advance the Japanese 
are making in European ideas, this circumstance is worthy of no- 
tice. How long willit be before the whole country is thrown open 
to Europeans 7”

SHANGHAI. 

From Shanghai we have advices to Jan. 6. The English mail 
of Nov. 6 was received on the 24th December ; the French mail 
of Nov. 18 was overdue. We take the following items from the 
local papers, but our correspondents’ letters embrace nearly every 
topic of interest. 

The city of Chao-chow-fu has been opened to foreign residents 
and trade, chiefly, we believe, through the efforts of H.B.M.’s 
Acting Consul at Swatow. It will be remembered that the Chao- 
chow-fu people are among the most turbulent of the turbulent 
province they inhabit. So serious disturbances broke out there a 
short time ago that our old acquaintance Ting was deputed specially 
to allay the excitement ; but his success was only nominal, and 
it has not been safe for foreigners to go to Chao-chow. Mr. Ala- 
baster has lately visited the city on several occasions, and has suc- 
ceeded in at least partially conciliating the inhabitants, who have 
consented to admit foreigners within their walls. A notification 
has been issued by H.B.M.’s Consul, officially intimating that 
Chao-chow-fu is open. A similar notice has been issued with re- 
gard to French subjects by the Consul-General for France. 

Mr. T. T. Cooper, whose plucky attempts to cross the North- 
Western frontier of China into India we have so fre uently had 
occasion to speak of, left us this morning in the Erl-King, on his 
way to Calcutta, to prosecute his attempt from the other side of 
the difficult line. We trust he will receive from the Indian 
Government the support and encouragement he deserves. We 
are glad to hear that a liberal testimonial fund has been raised 
for him in acknowledgment of his late exertions. A few of his 
friends too presented him with a watch yesterday,-before leavin 
as a token of their regard and esteem, to replace the one whic 
shortness of funds compelled him to part with in Szechuen. 

The visit to the North of the Lord Bishop of Victoria, who left 
Shanghai for Hong Kong per steamer Yesso on the 20th inst., and 
the arrival by the last mail of the Rev. Mr. Russell, as agent for 
the Church Missionary Society, has again brought forward the 
question of the establishment of a second bishopric in China. The 
press have been nearly unanimous in condemning the scheme, as 
quite uncalled for. We refer to the matter at length in our lead- - 
ing columns, 
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Mr. Consul-General Seward, accompanied by Colonel Polson and 
Baron Richthofen, has paid a visit during the week to the coal 
mines near Nanking. We understand that he had an interview 
with the Viceroy, but on what business is not known. 

A meeting of subscribers to the British Church Establishment 
has been held at H.M.’s Consulate. The attendance was very 
limited. The accounts of the treasurer were received and passed, 
and the report of the trustees adopted. Mr. Kidner stated that 
the church might be opened on Easter Sunday, if, in the interim, 
the weather proved favourable. Messrs. Michie and Bell were 
re-elected trustees and Mr. Krauss, treasurer, in place of Mr. 
Dickinson. . ine 

One of the evening papers mentions the rumour that it is the 
intention of the Oriental Bank Corporation to pull down their 

resent house at Shanghai and rebuild it on a magnificent scale. 
he Custom House it is said is also doomed, and the present 
icturesque, but for European business, inconveniently planned 
lock of buildings will give place to something that it is intended 
will prove a credit to the aristocratic position in which it is placed.

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Saaneuat, December 24, 1868, 

The English mail has left this port so recently that there has 
been but little time for events to occur worth noting. A gloom un- 
suited to this festive season has temporarily fallen upon the Settle- 
ment, caused by the sudden death of Mr. Joseph Sassoon, a young 
gentleman of much promise and popularity. It appears that he 
went to bed on the night of the 2lst in perfect health, but his 
servant found him motionless and cold when he went into his room 
on the following morning. A surgeon was immediately summoned, 
who declared that life was extinct ; but the heads of the firm, not 
satisfied with his opinion, called in two physicians, who unfortu- 
nately were obliged to confirm the surgeon's verdict. An exami- 
nation was held next day, when the only morbid appearance dis- 
covered was a highly congested state of the lungs. But as idio- 

athic congestion of the lungs could caph | set in and run a 

‘atal course so rapidly, there seems reason to believe that the ap- 
pearance I have mentioned was only a symptom of poisoning by 
carbonic acid gas. Before full particulars were known it was 
rumoured that a charcoal stove had been alight in the room all 
night, and this is now rendered more probable by the discovery 
made post mortem. 

In a late letter I told you that we had here every reason to be- 
lieve that the Yangchow affair was merely the local breaking out 
of a feeling which is very widely disseminated through the Em- 
pire. We have just had another proof of the truth of our hypo- 
thesis in a disturbance which has taken place between the mis- 
sionaries and people in the city of King-wha, in Chekiang. The 
Chekiang mission has hitherto been fortunate in its field of opera- 
tions, the official and literary classes appearing to favour the ad- 
vance of Christian truth, and many even professing themselves 
adherents of the new faith. But influences of some kind have 
been at work, and the result is an outbreak of violence 
wherein the foreign teachers are the victims. Attempts also 
are being made to reduce the number of foreigners in the 
employ of the provincial Government. Thus it is now 

roposed to amalgamate the Nanking arsenal, whieh has 

itherto flourished under the direction of Dr. Macartney, with 
an arsenal under native superintendence working on the bank of 
this river above Shanghai. As may readily be imagined, the local 
arsenal is of use to the native officiuls connected with it chiefly as 
@ means of drawing enormous sums from the provincial treasury 
for work which is not done. On the other hand, Macartney has 
sedulously kept the financial department of his arsenal out of the 
clutches of subordinate officials, who are for this reason arrayed 
against him. Bitter complaints are being made against M. Giquel, 
late Commissioner of Customs here, but now directeur en chef of 
the Foochow arsenal. It bi dg that certain foreigners, who 
had served under him in the Hankow Franco-Chinese Contin- 
gent, have recently been thrown out of employment by the 
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disbandment of that force. Repairing to Foochow they were 
at once taken into employment, an equal number of the 
mechanics hitherto employed there being dismissed to make 
room for them. Some of these have arrived in Shanghai seeking 
employment, and as the rowdy element is excellently repre- 
sented in one of the evening papers, their vociferations against 
M. Giquel have been freely brought to the ear of the public. 
There is little doubt, however, that good reasons existed for all 
the dismissals. Indeed, the Foochow arsenal appears to stand on 
so shaky a foundation that no element of success could safely be 
dispensed with. This disbandment of provincial contingents is 
now the order of the day. The immediate fear of danger from 
rebels having passed by the authorities are rapidly placing the 
Empire in as weak a position as possible. Success once achieved, 
the agents through whom it was obtained are either summarily 
dismissed, as at Hankow, or placed on half-pay as a prelude to 
dismissal, as in the case of the drill sergeants of Li Hung Chang’s 
Shantung army. It is only too probable that the opening of spring 
will witness the country again torn by rebellion, the districts just 
now recovering prosperity ravaged again by marauding hordes, 
peace succeeded by all the brutalities of Chinese warfare, and the 
extension of civilisation again definitely checked. 
SHanenal, January 5, 1869. 

A notification has just been published bere announcing that the 
Chinese authorities have it in contemplation to open to foreign 
boats and vessels not propelled by steam all inland waters leading 
to and from any place within the limits of any customs’ districts 
where British merchants may trade. This, Sir Rutherford Alcock 
states, would confer upon merchants residing at any of the treaty 
ports the right to trade directly with all places along the coast or 
up the rivers in the vicinity of their own ports, in boats of their 
own. But we are left in the dark as to the meaning of the rew 
term “customs district,” and no attempt is made to explain how 
opening the inland waters will affect the trade “with all places 
along the coast,” or what advantage is to be gained by permitting 
foreign owned boats of native construction to ply between places 
where the same boats whether owned by natives or foreigners may 
now ply. Then, again, the definite exclusion of vessels propelled 
by steam vitiates any benefit which the English Minister may 
believe he has gained, for the great object of steam communica- 
tion between an open port and the producing districts is the 
avoidance of the transit squeezes, which in defiance of the treaty 
are levied upon every package brought down in the slowly moving 
and diminutive produce boats. Altogether, the proposed conoes. 
sion amounts to nothing, and I can hardly conceive how Sir 
Rutherford Alcock can have been led to believe that in announcing 
it, he was announcing anything but his own short-sightedness. 

On the 28th ult. a general meeting of the shareholders in the 
North China Insurance Company (1869-71) was held, 476 vates 
being represented. Little was done beyond passing the draft deed 
of settlement. A proposition that, in order to attract Chinese, the 
profits should be divided amongst the contributors every year in- 
stead of every three years, was negatived on the suggestion of the 
committee. Messrs. F. H. Bell, F. B. Johnson, EK. H. Lavers, A. 
Michie, F. Porter, and E. C. Smith were elected directors, and the 
meeting was finally adjourned until April. 

The Supreme Court has not been beay during the Christmag 
season, the only case of importance being that of the claims 
against the 7'rebolgan, tried at two sittings in Admiralty, held on 
the 29th ult. and the 5th inst. At the former the following claims

The annual meeting of Church subscribers, held at the English 
Consulate on the 2nd inst., was very poorly attended, and nothing 
but purely formal business was transacted. A vote of thanks was 
passed to Mr. Dickinson (who returns to England by this mail) for 
his energy in the discharge of the duties of treasurer for three 
years. The architect of the new church stated that if the weather 
were favourable during the coming months the building might be 
opened for service on Easter Sunday; but to an unprofessional 
eye the present condition of the edifice would seem to render any 
such hope groundless. 

Intense cold has prevailed here and in the surrounding districts 
since Christmas, On the night of the 3lst Dec. the mercury stood 
at 17 deg., or only 2 deg. above the minimum of the noted winter 
of 1861-62. The results of this low temperature have been of 
various kinds, Foreigners have luxuriated in capital skating, but 
the native poor have suffered severely. Iam glad to be able to 
tell you, however, that a home has been opened for these latter where 
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they can obtain food, shelter, and (what they would gladly dis- 
pense with) work. The jovial season has had its usual effect on 
the purse-strings of the wealthier members of the community, 
no less a sum than 600 dollars having been collected at Trinity 
Church on Christmas-day in aid of the Distressed Foreigners’ 
Fund. ‘There is however a less pleasing side to the story, for 
several boating parties havegcome ‘to grief in the creeks. In 
more than one instance the boats have had to be deserted, the 
occupants striking across country to the nearest populous town, 
and thence obtaining native land conveyances to carry them to 
Chinkiang. These have reported most favourably on the hospi- 
tality of the natives they encountered. There is still a party or 
two out, about whom great anxiety is felt. It appears that they 
started on the 29th ult. for the western shore of the Tai Hu, and 
having arrived there, left their boat to shoot along the route to 
Hoochow. The lowda states that he waited three days for their 
return, but as they did not appear, he left. On his way back he 
was met by another party, who, hearing his story, sent him back, 
and then returned to report the matter in Shanghai. Mr. Med- 
hurst immediately communicated with the Taoutai, and himself 
despatched native messengers into the country to search for the 
missing sportsmen. At the same time, two foreigners left 
Shanghai for the spot where they were last seen, carrying, of 
course, all sorts of medical and other comforts. The scence of their 
shooting operations is very wild and desolate, and the danger is 
that if they lost their way they would find no one to set them 
right or afford them shelter and assistance. 

On the 26th ult.the British steamer United Service, for the 
safety of which grave fears were entertained, arrived in Shanghai. 
She had had fine weather from London to St. Helena, and thence 
to the Cape. On the 28th Sept., in lat. 39 S., she lost her pro- 
peller during a gale, and was obliged to run for Mauritius, where 
she arrived on the 3lst Oct. Having shipped a new propeller, she 
left on the 11th November. 

When I sent you the particulars of the Yangchow affair I told 
you that the indemnity to be paid to the missionaries had been 
fixed at 500 taels, subject to modification by the English Minister. 
It is now stated that Sir Rutherford Alcock has raised the amount 
to 2,000 taels, the difference being taken from the guarantee fund 
of 6,000 taels held by Mr. Medhurst as security for the capture of 
the ringleader Ko. But as Ko has vanished, the sum in Mr. 
Medhurst’s hands is confiscated upon other grounds, and hence 
we shall probably have to make an additional demand of 1,500 
taels. I may mention in this connection that recent excurlionists 
in the country between Nanking and Yangchow report that the 

eople know absolutely nothing of Tseng’s humiliation. So much 
for the permanent results of the recent demonstration ! 

There is little or nothing to report from the river. The Kiukiang 
community have held their annual winter race meeting, com- 
prising ten events, spread over two days. Although, in conse- 
quence of the very late fall in the river and protracted rains, the 
course was boggy beyond imagination, the races were very fair. 
Of course both ponies and riders had very hard work, and many 
certain “pots” were overthrown in consequence. It is said that 
the rapid decrease in the number of the Kiukiang community has 
decided the sporting portion of it to discontinue racing. ‘This is 
for some reasons to BS regretted, for Kiukiang has never been 
stained by the transactions which have blackened the Shanghai 
Turf. On the contrary, the annual meeting was invariably made 
an excuse for the display of the most open-handed hospitality and 
unaffected good fellowship. 

The Peiho has been closed, or rather has been impassable, since 
the 16th December; the steamer Cola, which left Taku on that 
day, reporting the river full of masses of ice. I am therefore, 
without news of importance from the North ; indeed, the only cir- 
cumstance of interest reported in the local papers is the inter- 
ment of Mgr. Mouly, whose death I announced in my last. The 
burial was conducted with much pee and ceremony, the entire 
diplomatic body paying a deserved tribute to the deceased by fol- 
fowing the coffin on foot through the greater part of the city of 
Peking. The late bishop’s successor, in his pontifical robes, headed 
the procession, and was followed by the clergy and an immense 
number of Chinese converts bearing tapers. The utmost order 
prevailed among the thousands of native spectators who lined the 
streets through which the funeral passed, and nothing occurred to 
mar the solemn effect of the ceremony. 

In your leading columns you have frequently deplored the ap- 
parent incapacity of foreigners in China to unite for mutual pro- 
tection against native chicanery. At length an attempt in this 
direction has been made at Foochow, but the objects for which the 
merchants have combined are ludicrously puerile. Alarmed at 
the serious losses they have sustained in the tea trade, they are 
anxious to prove that they have not been themselves to blame. 
raw accordingly claim official protection against the native tea- 
dealers on the following grounds :—That old leaf and an excessive 
quanely of dust are mixed with the teas, that the leads are not 
thick enough to preserve the aroma of the tea, and that the bulk 
of the tea is not equal to sample. But your home readers will 
probably allow that if buyers at Foochow were not in such an 
outrageous hurry to purchase they might ascertain the quality of 
the leaf and its correspondence with the muster lefore they buy 
and ship, and might also refuse to buy any tea insufficiently 
leaded. No doubt when, as occurredd uring the present season, 
169,000 packages of Congou alone were selected, examined, packed, 
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8nd shipped at Foochow, within fourteen days, by nine tea-tasters, 
the taster’s work is a mere farce. It is quite impossible for any 
one man to submit to the requisite scrutiny an average of 1,341 
packages of tea during the five working hours of the day. It 
will, therefore, no doubt, suggest itself to you that for the abuses 
against which protest ismade the Foochow merchants have in the 
main to thank themselves. 

You have of course already heard full particulars of the Takow 
difficulty, the assault on the Consul, and the bombarding of 
Anping. They arrived here via Hong Kong, ane no doubt were 
reported home by last mail. 

rom Japan there is no news of importance. The Japan Herald 
states that for the future distinct Messageries steamers will 
run between Yokohama? and Kong Kong, and Shanghai and 
Hong Kong, so that direct communication between Yokohama 
and Shanghai by French steamers will cease. The P. and 0. 
steamers Sultan and Azof are now placed on the new Hiogo, 
Nagasaki line. 





SWATOW. 

We hear from Swatow that missionary difficulty has occurred 
in the neighbourhood of that port also, but has been most suc- 
cessfully settled by H.B.M.’s acting Consul. The facts are shortly 
these. Some missionaries leased a house at Chao-yung. A powerful 
clan, headed by a literary graduate, objected, expelled them vi e 
armis, and locked up the chapel. The matter was reported to 
Mr. Alabaster, who at once visited the local magistrate, and in- 
duced him to go and look at the house, and find out what was the 
objection to foreigners having it. A mob of many thousands col- 
lected, and manifested a strong desire to tear H.M.’s Consul to 
pieces. Fortunately, however, he and the mandarin did get away 
unmolested, and by judiciously playing off one clan against another 
contrived so to enlist the sympathies of their former opponen 
that on the following day the missionaries were reinstated, an 
the whole clan was anxiously guarding them from possible dis- 
ae Their persecutors had, in fact,cbecome soldiers;of the

HONG KONG. 

From this po we have advices to the 12th January. The out- 
ward (English) mail of Nov. 20 was received on the 2nd Jan. The 
latest London telegrams extended to the 18th Deo. There ise (as 
usual of late) a great dearth of local news. 

The Daily Press announces, upon good authority, that instruc- 
tions have been transmitted from the Foreign-office to Sir Ruther- 
ford Alcock to settle the difficulty with respect to the transit 
duties, by ap rering: with the native authorities to rearrange the 
import tariff on a basis of seven and a-half per cent., in place of 
five per cent., as at present, on condition that the Chinese give up 
the levy of all duties whatever upon British goods going into the 
interior of the country. It is not known whether any secu- 
rity for the fulfilment of this promise will be demanded from 
the Chinese, and unless this be rigidly exacted the new ar- 
rangement will be no amelioration upon the one previously 
existing, in so far as the transit dues are concerned, while an 
extra two and a-half per cent. will be paid as import duties. The 
object of the Treaty was to settle, not a part of the duties, but 
the whole of them, maritime and transit, or, in other words, the 
total taxes raised upon foreign goods between the ship, and the 
producers or consumers ; and foreign governments might with pro- 
priety refuse to pay the Customs duties at all, until it be gua- 
ranteed that nothing further shall be exacted. The proper gua- 
rantee for this should consist in the good faith of the Chinese 
Government, and in the efficiency of their internal administra- 
tion, but so long as these two elements be wanting, our commercial 
relations with this country must continue of an uncertain and un- 
satisfactory nature, as experience has proved that no promise as to 
the non-levy of internal dues, for the fulfilment of which we have 
not security, will be equal in value to the paper it is written 
upon. 

The coolie trade is undergoing great tribulation. Driven from 
Macao, Hong Kong was tried, with what result the following 
paragraph from the China Mail will show :—‘“If the number of 


Chinese emigrants, who have already volunteered for the two 


ships, which have been 65 days on the berth, is to be taken asa 
criterion, emigration to the Dutch American Colonies is decidedly 
on the decline. The Omda and Veritas, two British vessels, the 
former almost one of the tea clipper class of ship, were placed on 
the berth for Surinam more than two months ago, and on Christ- 
mas-day, when the sixty lay-days for each ship had expired, there 
were 141 coolies on board the Veritas, out of about 300 she is to 
take, and 27 on board the Oma out of the 395 which she is 
chartered to convey. At this rate, the latter vessel will probably 
get her complement of Chinamen about next July, a rather dis- 
tant date.” 

Most of our readers icays the Mail) will share the regret with 
which we notify the death of Mr. William Gaskell, one of the 
oldest inhabitants‘ia this colony. He was educated in England, 
and at an early age proceeded to Sydney, in Australia, which he 
left for Hong Kong in 1846—just twenty-two years ago. He 
practised with much suceess, and was the leading man here in his 
profession till the death of his wife in 1854, when, for change of 
scene, he returned to Australia, whence he returned, having mar- 
ried again in 1856. In 1859 he retired from business, having 
achieved s competency. But the increasing expenses of his 
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family necessitated his again resuming practice, which he did in 
1865, reviving much of his old business connection with those 
who had known him formerly. He died on the morning of the 
29th, between eight and nine o'clock, and was buried at 5 P.M. in 
the cemetery at Happy Valley. With his exact age we are not

lonsiderable anxiety is felt respecting the fate of the French 
corvette Le Monge. She left Saigon for Yokohama via Hong Kong 
on the 1st November last, and has not since been heard of. We 
sincerely trust that no accident has befallen her, though we can 
scarcely hope that she will turn up safe and sound after so pro- 
longed a disappearance. 

The Overlund China Mail gives us a terribly startling piece of 
news from the Nanking arsenal.

PHILIPPINES. 


—_—o— 
MANILA. 

From the Diario de Manila of the 25th November it appears 
that full particulars of the recent events in Spain had reached 
the Philippines, and been made public in extenso. The Govern- 
ment relies with confidence on the good sense and patriotism of 
the inhabitants inducing them to continue the pursuit of their 
lawful callings and occupations in peace and quietness until full 
and distinct instructions from the Supreme Government in Europe 
arrive out, giving directions as to future arrangements. 

From the Manila Government despatches to the Minister of the 
Colonies, and which have now been made public for general in- 
formation, an extract of the following supplementary remarks 
appended thereto may prove interesting. They are addressed more 

articularly to the various inhabitants of Manila and its dependen- 
encies, under date 23rd November, 1868 :— 

“The post, which arrived last night, has brought letters, peri- 
odicals, and all kinds of publications, giving complete confirma- 

- tion to the announcements of events by previous mails, There is 
now only wanting the confirmation, official, direct, and legitimate, 
of those events. At the time of the departure of the mail from 
Europe, the Government at Madrid had not been established. The 
organisation has since been made known to us by telegraph. 

“Tn these circumstances the Governor, taking {into account the 
patriotism, the Pradente, and the good sense of all the inhabitants 
of the Archipelago, and taking also into; consideration the in- 

uietude, which news of events so important must produce in 
their minds, desires to give a great proof of confidence to the 

ublic, in manifesting to them, without reserve, his opinion and 
his olicy, in order that it may serve as a rule of conduct to all 
in the performance of their reciprocal duties ; affording to their 
minds the tranquillity and heartsease necessary for their applying 
to and giving themselves up to the excrcise of their respective 
pursuits and occupations in security and confidence. This is the 
object, frank and clear, of this manifestation. 

“The Governor hopes, from the patriotism and good sense of all 
the inhabitants of the Archipelago, that they know how to respond 
nobly to his frank conduct.’ 

The Diarie de Manila, in a spirited leading article, re-echoes 
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the tone of the peneipe European papers in lauding the peaceful 
course of so mighty a revolution, and hopes for the best influences 
from its effects both for Spain and her colonies. 








STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 
_ From this port our advices reach to the 19th January. On the 
9th January the outward mail of Dec. 4 was received, with Lon- 
don telegrams to Dec. 28, The Stracts Times gives the following 
summary of news :— 

His Excellency the Governor, with Lady Ord and suite, returned 
from Penang and Malacca (after a stay in the latter of about a 
week) in the Pevho, on the 16th Jan. 

The Government Gazette of the 15th Jan. contains a notifica- 
tion of the provisional appointment of Mr. W. E. Maxwell, Senior 
Sworn Clerk, Supreme Court, Penang, to the same office in Sing- 
apore, and of Mr. A. W.8. Stewart as successor to Mr. Maxwe 
in Penang. 

Non ‘official items are also of little interest or importance out- 
side the Settlement. There is a strong, and, we may also say, a 

rowing, fecling of opposition to and disapproval of official say- 
ings and doings in the mercantile community. In official quarters 
the latter are probably regarded with similar feelings, and the re- 
sult is an unpleasact state of dislike and distrust, the existence of 
which is to be regretted. The current feeling has found vent 
during the fortnight in several squibs and hoaxes by the partisans 
of both sides, but being merely of local interest and application 
they do not merit any particular notice. 

A public meeting was held in the Exchange, on the 7th Jan 
to consider the best mode of celebrating the fiftieth anniversary of 
the Settlement, on the 6th Feb. That day falling on a Satur- 
day, it was resolved to have a ball and supper on the preceding 
Friday, sports for the natives on the Esplanade on the Saturday 
and a dinner on Saturday evening. The dinner, however, will 
‘probably fall through for lack of sufficient support. A committee 
was appointed to make all arrangements. 

Last mail brought advice that a British Consul had at last been 
appointed for Saigon, and that a resident merchant, Mr. George 
Caswell, of Messrs. G. Hale and Co., had been named for the office. 





WIT AND HUMOUR IN THE EASTERN SETTLEMENTS. 


The Punch and Judy family has increased and multiplied ex- 
ceedingly of late years. Punch—the great original—who not 
long ago reigned sole and supreme, has now numerous imitators to 
compete within Fun, Judy, Tomahawk, Will-’o-the- Wisp, and half- 
a-dozen others, Melbourne has long had its Punch, and an excellent 
one, too ; but now every English community in the East scems 
sinitten with the rage for comic periodicals. The Shanghai Punch 
was a feeble infant, that did not long survive its birth. The China 
Punch, published at Hong Kong, had more stamina, and flourished 
for a year; it was in many respects a capital publication, and its 
demise caused general regret. The Yokohama Punch has achieved 
no little success ; it has never aimed at being ranked as a pertodi- 
cal, but comes out at irregular intervals, as opportunity offers for 
a budget of satire on the follies of the day. A Japan Judy has 
been started as a rival to this, but as far as we can judge from the 
only number received it is rather a weak production, and not likely 
to eclipse Punch, which is generally understood to be sustained by 
a very talented gentleman who originally went out as special cor- 
respondent for the Jlustrated London News, but liked Japan so 
well that he settled there permanently, 

Straits Produce, of which we have just received a copy from 
Singapore, is better than any of these. In the first place there is 
some sense, as well as nonsense in it. The title is a very happy 
one—Punches and Judy’s have been multiplied wguead nauseam, 
and a title with some originality is quite refreshing after so much 
servile copying. Straits Produce is a handsomely got up pub- 
lication of twenty pages; has a tinted title-page, with a grotesque 
and characteristic design beautifully executed ; it is well printed 
on good stout paper; has three full-page, and seven half-page 
illustrations, fagatly well drawn and full of happy satire; is we 
written, and though its contributors sometimes hit very hard, they 
are evidently gentlemen, and know how to “ behave as sich.” In 
& community like that of Singapore it would be unreasonable to 
expect that a eee like this—dependent entirely on 
amateurs—could be brought out regularly at short intervals ; one 
issue a month proved more than could be sustained with the 
China Punch, and we are not therefore surprised to find that 
Straits Produce assumes the form of a Christmas annual. The 
originators were doubtless wise in not binding themselves to appear 
before the public again at a very carly date, but a whole year is 
a long while to wait for number two. We would suggest that the 
publication would be more interesting to the community and 
more satisfactory to its promoters, if issued at more frequent in- 
tervals, which need not be particularly regular, but just as often 
as a sufficient amount of food for mirth and satire presented it- 
self. Tho trenchant but withal genial sarcasm of Punch has done 
as much—in some cases probably more—to reform abuses than 
the thunders of The Times; and we are sure that a little whole- 
some ridicule, judiciously applied, will not be without a similar 
good effect in the Straits Settlements. 
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Commercial Report. 


STRAITS, CHINA, AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 


Yorouama.—With the single exception of Cotton Yarn no business had 
been done during the interval. Quotations for Cotton Yarn were 16-24, 
$46.50 to 47.50; 28-32, $49.50 to 51.0; 88-42, $49.50 to 51.0. For 
other goods quotations were nominal. The occurrence of the native holi- 
days, together with fears of a recommencement of the civil war, were con- 
sidered to be the principal causes of the prevailing dulness. ° 

SuHanGual.—For the season a more than usually limited business has 
to be reported in all classes of manufactures. This is, of course, partly 
owing to the Christmas and New Year holidays, but also to the reluctance 
of the Chinese dealers to operate. Stocks of all kinds had been increased 
by several arrivals from England; but holders generally seemed indisposed 
to force sales. Grey Shirtings: The stock was roughly estimated at 
470,000 pieces, with about 700,000 pieces to arrive before the end of Feb- 
ruary. Sales of Shirtings during the fortnight had not exceeded 15,000 to 
20,000 pieces; and the market closed very dull at a decline of 2 to 3 cand. 
per piece on last mail’s prices. Quotations were—for 7 lbs,, Tis. 1.9.1 to 
1.9.5 per piece ; 8 lbs., Tls. 2.0.5 to 2.1.2; and 9 to 12 lbs., Ts. 2.50 to 2.90. 
T-Cloths: Rates show little alteration, but sales had been very small. 
Many holders preferred to wait for sales till business was more active. At 
the close there was rather more dispusition to invest in 6 and 7 lbs. The 
best kind of 8 Ibs. 36 inches showed a fall of 5 candareens per piece. 
White Shirtings: A few retail transactions were reported, but prices ex- 
hibited no change, and it was difficult to place these goods in any quantity. 
Best 66 reed were worth Tls. 2.34 per piece. Drills: Both English and 
American were slightly lower in value, the best chop of the latter not 
being saleable at over Tls. 44.5 per piece. Jeans and Sheetings: There 
was nothing fresh to report as to these goods. Fancy Goods: Only 
retail sales were reported, and all kinds were far from easy to place. 
Spanish Stripes.—Gentian, Purple, and Black showed a slight fall, but 
sales had been very small indeed. Long Ells.—The advance in C. P. H. 
Scarlet, noted in last report, had been barely maintained, while the 
ecarcity of H. H. Scarlet, and an inquiry for Hankow, had raised the 
value of that {chop to Tls. 6.2.5 per piece. Dark Blue, Orange, and 
Purple, were quoted at a decline. Camlets.—All the chief colours, except 
Black, were lower in price, and assortments were very difficult to place. 
Figured Orleans.—Scarlet showed a slight rise in value, while Dark Blue 
had fallen 1 to 2 mace per pieco— demand fair but not active. Lastings. 
—A small inquiry existed at a slight advance. Crape Lastings were a 
little easier, while Crape Lustres had been quiet at last rates. Coals.— 
The market was dull and prices were nominal. Total arrivals 2,230 tons. 

Hankow.—Tbe market had been quiet during the fortnight. Plain 
Cottons: Grey Shirtings, 8} lbs., in small demand at rather lower rates ; 
7 Ibs. atill continued in inquiry. Closing quotations were :—Tls. 2.1.8 to 
2.1.7 for 8} lbs. ; and Tis. 2 to 2.0.5 for 7 Ibs. Drills were in request, 
and prices were rather firmer. T-Cloths, of light makes, had found 
buyers to some extent at easier prices; 8 lbs. were neglected. White 
Shirtings and most descriptions of Fancy Cottons were very dull of sale. 
In Woollens and Worsteds there had been but little business doing, with 
the exception of a limited demand for Long Ells and Figured Lustres. 
Lead was still inquired for, and prices had improved; best brand was 
quoted Tls. 6.7.0 per picul. 

Foocuow.—The following comprised the buainess of the interval :— 
2,300 pieces 94 lbs. Grey Shirtings at $2.85 per piece, 1,000 pieces 8} lbs. 
do. at $2.85; and 96 pieces scarlet Spanish Stripes, at 974 cents. per yard. 

Hone Kono.—The following is from Messrs. Olyphant and Co.’s Cir- 
cular, dated Janoary 11:—Trade generally has been very dull, as is usual 
at this season of the year, when native merchants are engaged in closing 
their accounts, and indisposed to enter into any considerable operations, 
and this dulness, as regards sales at private of Yarn, Grey Shirtings, and 
T-Cloths, has been increased by the offering at auction of considerable 
parcels of these goods, ex late arrivals, and from which dealers have 
elected to supply the bulk of their limited wants. Dealers’ stocks of most 
descriptions of merchandise are light, and a general improvement is 
looked for after the new year holidays. Cotton Yarn: Sales at 
private have only been 38 bales Singapore, Nos. 16 to 24, at $102.50 
to 105. At auction 151 bales Nos. 16 to 24, 212 bales Nos. 28 to 
82, and 18 bales Nos. 38 to 42, all damaged, have been placed at 
prices about equal, relatively, to our quotations for sound goods. 
Piece Goods: There were no transactions reported during the early part 
of the interval, dealers awaiting the offerings of damaged goods, which, 
however, were not sv large as had been anticipated, amounting to 
but 1,900 pieces 7 Ib., and 3,850 pieces 8} Ib. Grey Shirtings, and 
600 pieces 6 lb., 2,850 pieces 7 lb., and 1,850 pieces 8 lb. T-Cloths. A 
moderate inquiry has since existed for 7 lb. and 8} Ib. Grey Shirtings, 
and 6 and 7 lb. ‘T-Cloths, but at slightly lower rates for all but the 8} 
Ib. Grey Shirtings, and holders have met the market. 8} 1b. Grey Shirt- 
ings are a shade dearer, and close very firm, with an upward tendency. 
Common White Shirtings are wanted. American Cottons are out of 
stock, but are nominally a trifie dearer, being now inquired for for ship- 
ment to Tientsin by the vessels expected to reach that port juat as navi- 
gation re-opens. ‘A sale of 40 yard Dutch Drills—1,000 pieces—has been 
made at a reduction of 5 per cent. per piece, but English are without 
change. Woollens: The market has been characterised by an entire ab- 
sence of business, dealers apparently being determined to work off their 
present stocks before entering into any new transactions. Quotations are 
quite nominal, and lower for most descriptions. Those for Scarlet Long 
Ells and Lastings, however, show no change, stocks being compa- 
ratively light. Metals: Nail Rod Iron continues in demand on 
former terms. Bar is also active, but best qualities sell only at 
lower rates. Hoop Iron, Wire, and Steel are firm. Lead has been 
inquired for, and the market has been almost cleared by native 
buyers at enhanced prices. Tin is again dearer. Tin Plates unchanged. 
Quicksilver without movement. Coal: Receipts amount to 1,947 tons 
Australian (to consumers) and 8,000 do. Anthracite (2,000 to consumers). 
The only sale has been 900 tons Australian at $7.00. Stocks of all kinds 
amount to about 70,000 tons, 60,000 to 55,000 of which are in the hands 
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of consumers. Ginseng: The market has been very quiet, sales only 
amounting to 6 casks Crude, at $120 per picul, and a few small p: 

of very fine root at fancy prices. No transactions of any extent are 
looked for until after China New Year, but holders remain very firm. The 
current quotations were:—Cotton Yarn, per bale, Nos, 16-24, $118; Nos. 
28-82, $135 to 1424; Nos. 38-42, $140 to 145. Grey Shirtings, 7 lbs., 
per piece, $2.30; 8.4 lbs., $2.65 to 2.75; 9.10 to 9. 12 lbs., $3.50 to 3.80. 
White Shirtings, $2. T. Cloths, 6 lbs., 32 in., $1.77§. American Drills, 
14 Ibs., per piece, $4:90; 15 lbs., per piece, $5.40. Camlets, S, $18 to 
19; SS, $15.75 to 16. Metals, Iron Nail Rod, $2.80 to 2.90; Round, 
Square, and Fiat Bar, per picul, $2.80 to 2.90; Hoop, $2.85 to 2.90; 
Wire, $7.70 to 7.75. Lead, per picul, $6,50 to 6.75. Tin, per pical, $26 
to 27. Steel, per tub, $4.50 to 5.50. Quicksilver, $64.25 to 64.50. 
Coals, English, $10; Welsh, $11. 

Sincarore.—Considerable supplies had been landed during the fort- 
night, which had caused some animation in the market, and a moderate 
amount of business had transpired. Grey Shirtings, 8} lbs., had been 
placed at last quotations, and a moderate amount of business had trans- 
pired; 71bs. had met with a limited inquiry ; 6 lbs, were scarce, and quo- 
tations were rather firmer; 45 in. Shirtings were quiet, the stock of the | 
lighter weights being low. Maddapollams were in some inquiry at an 
advance. T-Cloths had remained unaltered ; there had been a fair inquiry 
for all descriptions. Dutch Drills had been quiet. Mediam qualities of 
White Shirtings had met with an active inquiry, and prices were firmer; 
the stock was light, fine qualities had been in steady demand, and prices 
were well maintained. Imitation Irish Lineus had been in good inquiry 
at an advance; several sales had transpired, Cambrics of the finer makes 
had been placed to some extent; No. 24's were dull of sale. Figured 
Shirtings had been quiet, the market was nearly cleared of Brocades. 
There had been more business doing in Woollene; Spanish Stripes were in 
moderate demand. Long Ells had been placed at a decline. Bombazettes 
bad been inquired for. There was a limited demand for Mediam Cloth. 
In Metals, Iron had been sold to some extent, but lower rates were taken ; 
the stock was heavy, and there was little demand. Lead was in better 
inquiry, and several sales were noticed at rather firmer rates. Yellow 
metal was without improvement. Cardiff Coals were in some demand, but 
there were heavy supplies afloat; West Hartley rather weaker. 
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Yoxouama.—The business of the fortnight had been moderate, settle- 
ments not being more than 2,000 piculs; the firmness in prices noted in 
our last report had continued, and dealers were holding for higher rates. 
Fine gradea were very scarce; stocks were low, of a very inferior quality 
and much mixed. The Caractacus, Alcyone, and Pallas were loading for 
New York. The current quotations were :—Common, $18 to 21 per 
picul; good common, $22 to 23; medium, $24 to 26; good medium, $27 
to 29; fine, $30 to 34; finest, $35 to 40; choice, nominal. 

Suancual.—Black: The business for the fortnight had been almost 
nil, settlements being only 271 chests of Congou, at fully former rates, 
and 889 chests of Dust at Tis. 8. Teamen were still difficult to deal 
with, except at extreme prices. Settlements for the fortnight, 1,160 
chests ; reshipments on owners’ account, 1,856 chests; stock, 28 chops, 
or 8,648 chests. Quotations (duty paid, exchange for credits, at 5s. 114d. 
per tael, and freight at £2 per ton) were:—Common Ningchow, Is. 1d. 5 
common dust, 6d. per 1b, Green: A smaller business in this description is 
reported than at any time since the opening of the season. Teamen, 
however, continued firm, and prices did not show much change. Fine and 
finest Moyunes, and common Shanghai-packed and Fychow kinds com- 
manded previous quotations, but a few settlements of medium Moyunes 
and Fychows had been made at about 1 tael decline, Settlements and 
reshipments were—781 half-chests Moyune (with the lower lines taken 
out), at Tis. 52 to 55; 6,781 half-chests Moyune and Teenkai, at Tls. 84 
to 44; 2,618 half-chests Fychow, at Tis. 28 to 34; 877 half-chests 
Pingsuey, at Tls. 33} ; and 1,342 half-chests Shanghai-packed, at Tis. 25 
to 29. Settlements for the fortnight, 12,399 half-chests ; re-shipments on 
owners’ account, 8,269 half-chests; stock, 130 chops, or 79,538 half-chests. 

Hankow.—Neither arrivals nor settlements are reported from this port. 

Krok1ana.—Black Teas: No settlements had been made daring the 
fortnight, but 1,179 chests had arrived. Farther arrivals were expected 
to be about 2,000 chests. Quotations were nominal. Export from Ist 
Jan. to 81st Dec., 1868, 155,582 chests; do, from Ist Jan. to 3lst Dec., 
1867, 114,821 chests; stock, 679 chests. Green Teas: Io these also no 
settlements are reported. Arrivals had been heavy, and the total estimate 
for the season was increased to 160,000 half-chests. Export from ist Jan. 
to Bist Dec., 1868, 162,112 half-chests; do. from 1st Jan. to 81st Dec., 
1867, 161,078 half-chests; stock, 3,305 half-chests. 

Foocuow.—The following is from Messrs. Odell and Co.'s Report, 
dated 1st January :—Our last report was dated 18th ult., since when, 
although the usual holidays have intervened, a fair amount of business 
has been transacted. Congous have continued in demand both on Eng- 
lish and Australian account, settlements amounting to about 10,600 
chests; rates paid show a further slight advance, and many holders now 
refuse to sell unless at still higher rates. Souchongs.—A few parcels 
have been taken for shipment to America. Oolongs.—Further small 
purchases have been made, ani the unsold stock does not exceed 600 half- 
chests. Scented Teas continuein but limited demand. Flowery Pekoes. 
—A small settlement is reported, but the supply of desirable kinds is 
exhausted. Settlements for the fortnight have been :—Congou, 10,669 
chests, at Tis. 9.05 to 19.3 per picul, ship off; Souchong, 777 chests, at 
Tis, 17.2 to 17-8 per picul, ship off; Oolong, 1,600 g-chests, at Tls. 18.8 
18.8 per picul, ship off; Scented Teas, 1,000 boxes, at Tis. 21.05 per 
pical, ship off ; Flowery Pekoe, 100 chests, at Tls. 21.8 per picul, ship off. 

Caxtoy.—During the early part of the fortnight there was no inquiry 
for Scented Teas whatever, but teamen had since given way in prices with 
the hope of clearing their stocks before the close of the Chinese year, and 
settlements of a few common to medium Scented kinds had taken place. 
The three chops Country Congou, which had remained so long unsold, 
were settled just prior to the departure of the last English mail at. the 
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average price of Tis. 20—a fall value for them, In Canton-made Greens 
there were no purchases to report. The following were the settlements 
for the interval :—Canton Congou, 3 chops, 2,300 chests at Tls. 20, pro- 
portion ; Scented Orange Pekoe, 2,500 boxes at Tls. 14.0 to 24.0 ; Scented 
Caper, 4,500 boxes at Tis. 10.25 to 27.0. 

SILK. 

Yorouama.—Less business had been doing in Silk during the fortnight ; 
this was due chiefly to the paucity of supplies, and in particular the ex- 
treme scarcity of fine and even fair parcels of Hanks, Prices generally 
had been fully maintained, and it is only on some very common and coarse 
sorts that natives had submitted to concessions. Fresh settlements 
amounted to 900 bales, including 80 bales from Hiogo. The current 
quotations (at exchange 4s. 4$d., all charges paid to London) were as 
follows :—Hanks—Mybash, Sinchu, &c., extra, 88s.

Coshna, best, 31s. 9d. to 348. Od.; medium, 28s. 6d. to 30s. 8d.; inferior, 
24s. Od. to 27s. 9d.; Sodai, best, nominal, 29s. 7d.; medium, 25s. 10d. to 
28s. 6d.; Etcbesen, best, nominal, 27s. 0d. to 283. 10d.; 2, 248. Od. to 
26s. 2d.; inferior, 22s. 2d. to 23s. 3d. ; Masbia, best, 24s. Od. to 25s. 10d. ; 
inferior, 208, 3d. to 23s. 83d.; Hatchogee Tussah, 28s. 8d. to 26s. 10d. 

Suancuat—Mesars. C, J. Skeggs’ and Co. report as follows :—Business 
has been so interrupted by the Christmas and New Year holidays that 
there is but little to report. Actual settlements for the fortnight only 
reach about 300 bales, so that the total given as 600 bales includes about 
800 bales settled at the close of the French mail, and for sailing vessels 
despatched about the same time. Prices are unchanged, as transactions 
have been so limited that no reliable alteration can be quoted, except for 
very common descriptions of re-reels, which are being pressed for sale at 
lower rates. The stock remains at about 3,000 bales, and the total export 
for the season, as atill estimated, will not exceed 47,000 to 48,000 bales, 

Canton.—The receipt of farther unsatisfactory advices from the Lon- 
don and European markets had the effect of making operators less inclined 
to accede to the prices asked by dealers, and we again have no settlements 
to report. The Silkmen were very firm, and showed no desire to sell under 
quotations. Buyers for India had been about the only foreigners in the 
market. In Re-reels only one small parcel of 50 boxea had found a pur- 
chaser. Prices for this Silk continued to advance, notwithstanding the re- 
ports of dull and declining markets in America, and although little business 
had taken place we from time to time hear of extreme offers being made. 
It is difficult to give a correct quotation for No. 1 Re-reel Cumchook, but 
we consider that the price had advanced from $25 to 80 since last mail. 
We give the fullowing as settlements and quotations:—Tsatlee, sales, 60 
bales, at $525 to 530 per picul; Loong Kong, No. 1, sales, 5 piculs, at 
$535 per picul; Kow Kong, No. 3, sales, 70 piculs, at $520 to 525 per 
picul; Re-reeled Cumchook, No. 1, sales 30 boxes, at $595 per picul; do. 
best, no sales, $610 to 620 per picul. 

STRAITS PRODUCE. 

SmvcarorE.—During the interval there had been a steady demand for 
produce, and a fair amount of business had transpired; there had been 
some fluctuation in quotations of the principal staples caused by recent 
telegrams of the home markets. Gambier had a weaker tendency, but 
there had been a good demand, and about 1,550 tons were contracted for 
at $2.79 to $2.774 per picul. Black Pepper advanced in value on the 
receipt of home telegrams; further engagements had been made, but the 
terms were kept secret ; dealers had been offering to sell at $6.45 per picul, 
but no transactions were reported at that rate. White Pepper was coming 
forward slowly, and small parcels had been bought at an advance. Coffee 
bad been in some inquiry ; supplies of Bontyne were falling off; no trans- 
actions reported in the lower qualities. Tin had risen rapidly in value, 
owing to telegrams of the advance at home and the high rates ruling in 
China ; the market was nearly cleared. Pearl Sago had fluctuated con- 
siderably, and prices had a weaker tendency, but a fair amount of business 
had transpired. Sago flour lower in value and demand quiet. Hides had 
been taken up at easier rates. Horns in good demand and prices well 
maintained. Gutta Percha maintained full prices. Nutmegs and Mace 
were rather firmer.

STATISTICS OF THE TEA TRADE. 
The annexed letter relates to the want of sufficient statistics respect- 
ing the Tea trade : 


Sir,—I beg to direct public attention to the want of reliable atatis- 
tical information in this great and important trade. It is not generally 
known that the figures given in all the brokers’ circulars are only 
estimates, and very incorrect estimates they are. Asa rule, the ware- 
house-keepers are able to give better information regarding imports, 
deliveries, stocks, &c., thanjthe!brokers. The assortment of the different 
packages under the heads of chests, half-chesta, and boxes rests entirely 
with them, the only duty of the brokers being the calculation of the 
namber of chests, half-chesta, and boxes as returned monthly from 
the different warehouses, at say 102lbs. per chest, 52lbs. per half-chest, 
and 19lbs. per box, on whatever estimates they may agree upon. Now 
it frequently happens that there are in the warehouses great numbers 
of packages being neither half-chests, boxes, nor chests, but these 
must be entered under one of the above heads, as the brokers 
in their estimates acknowledge no other ; hence, as you may readily 
imagine, errors to a considerable amount have crept in. The last time [ 
visited the warehouses large quantities of three-quarter chests had 
been entered as half chests, both of black and green teas, and the errors 
in the brokers estimates amounted to six or seven millions of pounds. 
The stock of Congou was under-estimated by upwards of four millions 
of pounds and of green teas by nearly a million. I am in hopes 
that ere long steps may be taken to petition the President of the 
Board of Trade for a monthly return from the Custom-house of the 
actual weights of each description of tea entered, delivered, and re- 
maining in stock. This is given at the ports in China with shipments 
by every vessel to this country, and there appears no insuperable diffi- 
culty that I can see, why it should not be given in London. Here, as 
in China, the duty upon all kinds is the same. There is, therefore, no 
temptation to merchants to falsify their returns, and it would be quite 
as easy to pass an entry for so many pounds of ‘‘ Young Hyson,” 
Scented Teas,”or “‘Congou,” as of “ Tea” simply, as is the custom at 
present.—In the meantime, trusting that you will be kind enough to

MADAME RACHEL AND THE CHINA MERCHANTS. 
It seems we have been too hard on Madame Rachel after all. This 
much-maligned lady is deserving of far more tender treatment than 
she has experienced ; for she is, and has long been, a powerful sup- 
porter of the China trade. According to her own account—the cor- 
rectneas of which, for obvious reasons, it would be improper to doubt— 
Madame has had most extensive dealings with some of the leading 
China firms, and has paid them enormous sums for those invaluable 
reparations whereby she was enabled to make the Girl of the Period 
‘beautiful for ever,” and to rejuvenate the Old Woman of the Period, 
into the bargain. 

But we had better put Madame into the witness-box, and let her tell 
her own tale. She says a solicitor who formerly managed her“affairs "— 
a Mr. Haynes—has cheated her, and she has applied to have him struck 
off the rolls. An investigation of the case is now going on before Mr. 
Smith (a Master in Chancery) in Queen's Bench Chambers. Yesterday, 
in the course of the proceedings, Mr. Lewis (who appeared for Mr. 
Haynes) cross-examined Madame Rachel as to the nature of her busi- 
ae: aud, among other questions, asked, What was the value of her 
atoc 

Madame Rachel said’: Over £10,000. It came from all parts of the 
world. Shc had a great many things from Ohina, from merchants. 
She did not know their numes. 

Tn answer to further questiona, 

Madame Rachel said she paid money to Dents and Jordenta (Jar- 
dines?) in China. She relied upon her belief and memory for dates. 
Could not state where the agent or representative of the China mer- 
chants lived, but she positively bought the China powder of him, and 
leaves for adding bloom to the face and lips. She laid out with the 
person referred to £700 or £810 for scarce, valuable, and beautifying 
goods. She did not know where he lived. He was a traveller. 

Mr. Lewia said this was another of the fables heard of. 

Madame Rachel said her lady customers were the first ladies in the 
world. To mention their names would ruin her and her family. She 
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refrained from motives of delicacy from giving the name of any one 
lady who, in 1862, paid her £1,000. 
Mr. Lewis said it was gross perjury. 


STATUE OF MR. DAVID SASSOON. 
In the North Court at the South Kensington Museum has been 
laced a statue in marble, rather larger than life, of the late David 
nm, the munificent Persian merchant, of Bombay. This figure, 
which is the work of Mr. Woolner, is finally to be set up ina great 
hall which has been erected to the honour of the subject in Bombay, 
where, as at Poonah, he built schools and hospitals with a portion of 
his enormous wealth, —doing such good works during his life, as well 
as by testament after death. In the Athenceum we find the statue 
thus described :—‘‘ The attitude in which the statue is placed is that 
of Oriental thanksgiving, as if for wealth of Divine benefits. The 
arms are placed close to the sides, and bent at the elbows, the palms 
of the hands are turned upwards and the fingers free. The face is 
slightly raised, the eyes looking forwards. This attitude is eminently 
sculpturesque and simple, and in thorough accord with the costume in 
which the statue appears ; this comprises the turban, cloak, voluminous 
girdle, and soft-textured inner robe. The whole is so simple, gracefal, 
and thoroughly reverential in its expression that it at once arrests the 
attention of the passer-by with the charm of complete elegance and 
thoroughness of elaboration, which last is dignified in perfect breadth 
of treatment; so that with all the sculptor’s obvious avoiding of effort 
to produce what is called effectiveness, the statue is more effective than 
a commonplace ‘sensational’ figure. Differing in this manner from 
the mass of modern English sculptures, this figure of Mr. Sassoon has 
the extraordinary merit of looking well all round ; being thoroughly 
wrought out for all points of view, composing well, and being expres- 
sive in all aspects. The ease of the attitude and simplicity of the 
design are as well marked in the draperies which fall from the shoulders 
backwards in the long, fall, and rich folds of woollen cloth, as in the 
front of the effigy. These seem to have a human form instinct with 
life within them, and not, as is common, a wooden frame. The hands 
are wrought with rare care and learning; the face is thoroughly 
modelled, and apt in its expression. The beard—that seldom happily 
treated feature in a statue—is beyond challenge here, and the manner 
in which it is brought in contact with the dress on which it lies is 
worthy of study. Skilfully wrought and gracefully disposed as are the 
folds of the cloak, its texture and its contours are hardly more expres- 
sive and faithful than those of the thinner body-vostment and the 
ample sash. We commend to the student the management of the 
parr in ita apparently infinite involutions, compactness, and oval 
outline,’ 





PROPOSED SILK SUPPLY ASSOCIATION. 

It is proposed in a circular from Messrs. D, Chadwick, M.P., and 
Thomas Dickins to hold a meeting on the 18th inst. for the formation 
of a Silk Supply Association, on a basis analogous to that of the Cotton 
Supply Association, the objects being as follows :— 

“1, To stimulate the production of silk by cottage cultivation and 
otherwise in every country where the mulberry tree is capable of giving 
food to silkworms. 

2. To encourage the introduction and exchange of the eggs of the 
best kind of silkworms in silk-producing districts. 

“3. To offer practical suggestions and encouragement to the pro- 
ducers of silk for improving the quality, and securing a better clagsifi- 
cation, and for insuring greater care in the reeling of the silk. 

‘4. To promote the cultivation of silk in the various silk produein 
districts ia tadis where tHe production of silk has not recently ineecesd: 
and in other districts of India where the cultivation of the silkworm 
has almost ceased, but which are known to possess special advanta; 
by the growth of the mulberry tree and the habits of the people, for ita 
propagation. 

“5. To pons the exportation of cocoons from countries not well 
able to ree! them. 

‘*6. To communicate with the Foreign, Colonial, and Indian depart- 
ments of Her Majesty’s Government, and to obtain the aid of the 
English representatives in the British colonies, and consular agents in 
all Foreign countries to promote and extend the cultivation of silk.” 

We have heen favoured with the following copy of a letter addressed 
to Mr. Chadwick, the promoter of the scheme :— 

. India Museum, India Office, London, 8. W., 
February 8th, 1869. 

Dear 8m,—With reference to your letter lately addressed to 
me on the subject of the establishment of a Silk Supply Asso- 
ciation, based on the same principles as the one in Manchester, 
which had such an important influence on the culture of cotton, 
I have no hesitation in saying that I consider very beneficial re- 
sults would be likely to follow such a step. There are, it appears 
to me, excellent reasons why the Silk trade of this country should oo- 
cupy & more important position than it has hitherto done. The field is 
wide, and one most worthy of cultivation. We have capital,and can com- 
mand the best appliances; and therc is no reason to suppose that ther.- 
guisite artistic skill, upon which so much depends, will be wanting ; our 
manufacturers are beginning to see the importance of that. The main 
difficulty affecting the Silk trade of Europe is, as you are so well aware, 
the uncertainty connected with the supply of the raw material. This 
difficulty has of late’years been enhanced by the failure of its cultiva- 
tion in France, the effect of which, of course, is to render her more 
dependent upon foreign sources of supply, and go help in some mea- 
Bure to equallee oso to speak—the elements of competition between 
her manufacturers and ours. A judiciously worked Silk Supply Agso- 
ciation like that suggested by you is, I think, vury worthy of support. 
I believe it might be instrumental in improving and extending the 
cultivation of silk in India and olsewhere, and, if established, I shall 
be happy to be of any service to it in my power.—I am, dear Sir, yours 
very faithfully, J. Forses Watson.

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THE AMERICAN ROUTE TO CHINA AND JAPAN. 

The establishment of a direct route to Japan and China 
via San Francisco was from the first hailed as a great boon 
by American travellers to and from those countries, and 
latterly it has grown more in favour with the English, since 
many of the asperities that at first rendered it distasteful to 
them have been smoothed away. From the subjoined de- 
scription of a recently-performed journey by this route, it 
will be seen that in some portions of it the ease and luxury 
to which passengers by the P. and O. steamers have become 
habituated are still wanting ; but against this drawback must 
be set the novelty of the route and its many other recom- 
mendations. In justice to the company it should be men- 
tioned that the extreme overcrowding of the steamers 
between New York and San Francisco, that caused so much 
discomfort on the passage here described, is now at an end. 
The opposition line that was then in existence has since been 
withdrawn, and this cessation of competition has been fol- 
lowed by a rise in the fares, and consequently a vast increase 
of comfort and accommodation. The necessity for passengers 
to travel over this portion of the route will soon be obviated 
by the completion of the railways across the Continent. It 
will be seen that the following account is written by one who 
has recently been over the line—not exactly in the form of a 
sustained narrative, but rather as a series of notes, hastily 
jotted down as time and opportunity offered, of such facts aud 
experiences as are most likely to be of value to intending 
travellers by this route, or of interest to those readers who 
may be curious to know what it is like without wishing to 
make the experiment in person. 


LIVERPOOL TO NEW YORK. 

In these days of rapid locomotion, there is little novelty in 
crossing the Atlantic in eight days fifteen hours. However, to be 
in order and circumstantial, we left Queenstown in the far-famed 
Cunard steamer China, Captain Hockley (a brother of the har- 
bour-master at Shanghai), on Sunday afternoon, the 13th Sept., and 
arrived at New York early on the morning of the 22nd. The sense 
of security which is enjoyed in the Cunard steamers, combined 
with the comfort, good accommodation, and attendance, is certainly 
worth an extra few pounds in the passage money, to say nothing 
of the freedom from any annoyance by steerage passengers. It is 
to be hoped that our Government will see fit to renew the subsidy 
to this company, which has so well earned it by the splendid 
manner in which their service is performed. 

On landing, our baggage was examined as usual on the Jerse: 
City side, whence we had to cross over by the ferry to the New Yor: 
side. The baggage warehouse is a commodious sort of a shed, well 
enough in warm weather, but perfectly miserable with the ther- 
mometer at freezing point. ‘his inconvenience is, however, a 
trifle compared with the modus operandi adopted in passing the 
baggage. In the first place, no attempt is made by the authorities 
to place the baggage of each person tofether, and the peculiar 
manners and customs of the porters renders this an operation of 
no little difficulty. It is next to impossible to attract the attention 
of any one of these individuals without letting him see very plainly 
the coin, or rather the “greenbacks,”—for coin there is none—of 
the State, and these areata discount of 25 per cent. This obstacle 
being overcome, the next proceeding is to secure on examining 
officer, who at once begins to ask all sorts of questions as to the 
contents of your trunks, and notwithstanding your assurance that 
there is nothing in them liable to duty, he “ guesses” they must 
all be examined. The weary stranger by this time, however, be- 
gins to suspect that the same process that succeeded with the porter 
might be tried here also ; whereupon the officer guesses you have 
nothing for duty, and you can move on. Having emerged from 
this ordeal, minus five or ten dollars, the next operation is to 
secure what we call a cab, only that there are no cabs in New 
York ; they are all heavy, two-horsed coaches, and the lowest fare 
for under a mile is two dollars, but as a passenger by a steamer 
you must pay at least five dollars to go to your hotel. The 
coaches of the hotels are in attendance at two dollars, but they 
tire one out with “ Going directly.” Americans, as a rule, readily 
admit the want of system and the countenance given to bribery at 
this baggage warehouse ; and there is a good opportunity here for 
the new Administration to effect a sweeping change for the benefit 
of the public and the credit of the Government. 

New York is fast becoming to America what London is to Great 
Britain, and the citizens will soon be compelled to devise under- 
ground railways, and other appliances, to relieve the traffic in the 
streets. Besides the hotels already familiar to one’s ears on 
Broadway (the Astor House, St. Nicholas, Metropolitan, New 
York, dc.), we have now a list of new ones, prominent among 
which is the hotel on Fifth Avenue. and styled the Fifth Avenue 


to say nothing of luxury. The discipline of the servants and the 
general conduct of the house is admirable. With a full house 
no one has to complain of having to wait, or of being badly 
served. Considering the nationality of the servants—Irish—the 
success is very creditable to the managers, Messrs. Darling and 
Griswold, who know how to “keep an hotel,” and are always to 
be found in the discharge of their duties. The table is mag- 
nificently supplied with the best provisions, fruits, &c., and one 
can truly live like a prince in the mansion for five dollars, equal 
at the now current value of greenbacks to about fourteen shillings 
per day. This includes servants, gas, &c.; in fact, there are no 
extras, the five dollars clears all, and this is one of the points aimed 
at by the managers. Three days devoted to the city of New 
York will give one a very good idea of the place and its busy 
life. Arun up to Boston by rail, returning by the steamers via 
Bristol, will give one an experience of the finest steamers in the 
world—of about 3,000 tons, almost entirely devoted to the ac- 
commodation of passengers ; they can carry 1,500 or 2,000 with 
comfort. The saloons are fitted like drawing rooms, lighted with 
gas, and the vibration is so slight that it is hard to realise being 
afloat at all. The distance from New York to Bristol is one 
hundred and seventy-five miles, and is usually done in ten to 
eleven hours. A visit to the Falls of Niagara (by steamboat to 
Albany, or by direct rail), should also be accomplished. 
NEW YORK TO ASPINWALL. 

On the 1st Oct., punctually at noon, the Pacific Mail}/Company’s 
steamer Rising Star, Captain Maury, started for Aspinwall. Owing 
to the competition of an opposition line the number of passengers 
was more than usual, being 866, of whom about 400 were in 
the cabin, that is first and second class, for the regulations of the 
company sanction the mixture of the two classes in the use of the 
saloon for meals and the deck. The meals of the second class are 
served after the first, and they are not entitled to use the saloon 
at other times; but ssractically it is impossible to avoid it. The 
system is a discomfort if not an injustice to both, and the sooner 
it isaltered the better. The steerage passengers are well separated, 
and are in no respect an annoyance to the first class. The sanitary 
arrangements are admirable, and the general discipline of the ship 
in all departments may be pronounced as excellent. An ins 
tion by the captain or surgeon takes place twice a day, each cabin, 
the saloon, pantries, galleys, eoe class and steerage accom- 
modation. The order and cleanliness maintained amid such a 
herd of passengers was highly creditable to Captain Maury and 
his officers. The Rising Star is 2,700 tons and 1,000-horse power, 
in all respects a fine vessel, but being deeply laden with railroad 
iron, her speed was not what it shoald have been. The distance 
is 1,980 miles, and our arrival at Aspinwall was on the morning 
of the 10th, or nearly nine days from New York. One of the 
Cunard steamers would have done it in from six to seven days, 
the weather being fine and sea smooth. It is certainly against 
our preconceived notions to find anything American slow. 


THE ISTHMUS OF PANAMA. 

At Aspinwall we steamed alongside the wharf, and landed with 
ease and comfort, and in about two hours our train started for 
Panama. Aspinwall town simply consists of the offices and ware- 
houses of the various steam companies, and such shops and hotels 
ag are usually improvised where the Anglo-Saxon puts his foot, 
supported entirely by the passenger trafic. They are all of the 
most simple mat and wood construction, the main street is right 
alongside the railway track, and a railway station is deemed super- 
fluous. The “ natives” are blacks from Jamaica and other places. 
The vegetation is of wild tropical luxuriance. The population are 
all subject to the prevailing fever, styled “ Panama fever,” more 
especially those who are exposed to the rain and sun. Rain pre- 
vails more or less every day in the year on the Isthmus, and 
itis prudent to avoid getting wet. At 9.10 we started in the 
railway cars, managed on the American plan, ¢.¢. an indiscrimi- 
nate mixture of gentlemen and “ rowdies.” When will public opi- 
nion in America compel the railway companies to provide on all 
their lines compartments which a lady or gentleman can use, and 
avoi the herd of dirty, swearing, expectorating roughs? And 
when will they have a compartment devoted to water-closets, in- 
stead of the disgusting custom of one in each car? Cars, as they 
now exist, are utterly unfit for ladies. 

The run across to Panama occupies three-and-a-half hours, 
distance forty-seven miles. It is generally done in three hours, 
but the rails were under repair in some places, which checked our 
speed. The line is a single one, and runs through a wild hilly 
jungle; to avoid tunnelling there are many sharp curves, the 
gradients in some places being considerable, and with a heavy 
load the engines are deficient in power. There are four stop- 
pages or stations, and the natives have clustered a few huts at 
each place for the sale of fruit, eggs, bread, wine, spirits, and 
Bass’ bitter ale. It was a curious scene to see our 900 passengers 
jumping out of the cars and bargaining in this wild fever-stricken 
jungle ; especially when one considers what an enormous cost 
of money and life the cutting of the line involved. Nothing but

t the whole of our 900 passengers were transferred in ten 
minutes, most effectually stopping any propensity for wandering 
about the town or city of Panama, which is, however, a miserable 


co. 

The fare charged for each person across is 25 dollars, and freight 
at the rate of 20 dollars per ton for sundry merchandise ; this is for 
slow freight ; for ess—i.¢€., to go through at once to connect with 
the steamer—72 dollars per ton! These rates for forty-seven 
miles produce an enormous profit to the shareholders, and their 
dividends range from twenty to thirty per cent. per annum. The 
policy which directs so high a tariff is, however, very questionable, 
and sooner or later must produce competition. Such a system is 
an anomaly in the present day—entirely opposed to the spirit of 
progress and the American character, and the sooner the directors 
awake from their old-fashioned lethargy the better for their own 
credit and the country they represent. (The transit across the 
Isthmus of Suez (250 miles) is £4 5s. for first-class passengers, 
and £2 5s. forsecond.) The telegraph wires here run across by the 
line of rail, supported on posts constructed of cement ; wood was 
found to rot in a few months. 

At Aspinwall (or Colon, as it is called by the Government of 
the country and by the British Government) the Royal Mail Steam 
Packet Company’s steamers, which have carried the mails for a 
quarter of a century under contract with the British Government, 
arrive twice a month from Southampton and the West Indies, and 
they also leave Aspinwall twice a month for England. These 
steamers form a through route for mails, passengers, specie, and 
cargo, both out and home, with the United States Pacific Mail 
Steam Ship Company beets Panama, Mexican Ports, San Fran- 
cisco, Japan, and ina; with the Pacific Steam Navigation 
Company (British) between Panama and a multitude of ports on 
the Pacific coast as far as Port Moutt in Chili; and with the 
Panama Railroad Company’s steamers between Panama and ports 
on the Central American (Pacific) coast. Several months ago 
the Transatlantic steamers of this company ia ee to run through 
between Southampton and Aspinwall, iy which arrangement the 
Isthmus traffic is no longer subjected to any transfer at an inter- 
mediate port in the West Indies. These steamers are magnificent 
vessels of from 3,000 to 3,400 tons, and 800-horse power, and the 
mail contract service is performed with the greatest regularity. 
Besides the above-mentioned lines from Panama to the North and 
South Pacific and Central America, there is an English line to 
Liverpool, and a French line to the West Indies and St. Nazaire. 
The French are also about to put a line on the coast to Valparaiso, 
in opposition to the English Company. 

PANAMA TO SAN FRANCISCO. 

We now retrace our steps to the steam tender at the Panama 
wharf. She is a paddle-wheel with two passenger decks, and a 
thousand have plenty of elbow-room. In less than half-an-hour 
she puts us alongside the steamer Golden Age, Captain Cavarly, 
for San Francisco, and numerous are the conjectures as to the 
amount of comfort in her, as she is the smallest and oldest 
steamer in the service, only used in cases of accident, &c., to the 
regular boats. In this case she took the place of the Montana, 
which had broken her shaft. However, the Golden Age has been 
@ fine boat in her day, and was destined to carry us in good time 
safely to San Francisco. She is constructed on the usual Ameri- 
can plan, with rds’ cabins on a deck above the main deck, and 
a hurricane deck over all ; her size is 1,800 tons. The railroad iron 
again comes in, however, to retard our progress, and the speed is 
at first only eight knots, but subsequently improved to ten. The 
scenery in the bay of Panama, some ninety miles in length, is 
quite equal to the many praises bestowed on it. To say that our 
steamer was crowded conveys but a faint idea of the reality. 
Sofas, tables, and all other articles capable of bearing a person 
stretched for sleep were put in requisition. The saloon on the 
lower or main deck was dark and dismal, and as the whole crowd 
of us had to be fed here, the meals for first and second class fol- 
lowed each other in one perpetual succession from 6 a.m. to 7 P.M. 
The number of passengers had been increased at Panama, and 
came up to 928; the hold was full, and the baggage room appro- 
priated for cargo, while the whole of the baggage was left on the 
upper deck, depriving us of its use for promenade. Notwithstand- 
ing all this, Captain Cavarly and his officers preserved a' degree of 
discipline which saved us from being utterly demoralised ; and to 
the judgment and ability of Captain Cavarly, aided by Mr. Coy, 
the chief officer, Mr. Bevell, the purser, Mr. Bennelman, the bag- 
gage master, aud Dr. Boone (son of the late Bishop Boone), we 
owe it that the voyage was in any degree tolerable. It must, 
however, be remembered that the whole condition of things, from 
our leaving New York up to San Francisco was entirely excep- 
tional, and with the stoppage of the opposition and the exclusion 
of second class passengers from the saloon there are no steamers 
afloat that can excel these in appliances for the general comfort 
of firat class passengers. 

We reached Acapulco on ‘the morning of the 17th, six days 
from Panama, took in 325 tons of coals, &c. and proceeded 
again in the evening about seven p.m. The harbour is land- 
locked and extremely pretty; the town is inhabited by a few 
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There is a very good hotel 
under a mat roof, and most of the tenements are simply of wood 
and mat. The houses of the U.8. Consul and agent to this com- 
pany (there is no English Consul), are the principal ones. There 
is overland communication by mules—no carriage road—with the 
city of Mexico in four days, distance 380 miles. 

Arrived at Manzanilla, also on the Mexican coast, early on the 
morning of the 19th, and started again at 8 a.m. This place is 
even less than Acapulco, but it is the seaport of the city of Colina, 
containing about 30,000 inhabitants, and the trade is of some 
importance. . ; 

We are now steering direct for San Francisco, and strike out for 
the Gulf of California. The land view along the coast between 
Panama and Manzanilla is at times extremely pretty, and always 
pleasant to gaze on. The weather has been warm, the thermometer 
standing at 80 deg. to 85 deg.and 110 deg.in the sun, but with 
the sea-breeze it is by no means distressing, and with iced bitter 
ale quite enjoyable to those accustomed to a greater heat. The 
whole lodges of coast, with its smooth sea, is exactly suited for steam 
navigation, but in a sailing vessel would be intolerably tedious. It 
is seldom a passage is concluded without the cry of “ Man over- 
board,” and ours proved no exception ; the unfortunate man fell in 
front of the paddle-wheel, and was never seen. Mr. Coy, being 
the officer of the watch, stopped the ship, and passed the order for 
lowering a boat, and in four minutes it was down. This is a good 
proof of the discipline maintained by Captain Cavarly, but it is 
not to be expected that it would have stood the strain of such a 
contingency as a break down of the engines, or a fire, that most 
to be dreaded of all calamities at sea. The appliances on board 
all the Pacific mail steamers are, however, first rate, and the crew 
are exercised by false alarms of “ Fire! ” during each passage. 

As great complaints have been made by passengers from Ohina 
in reference to the charge for baths, it is weil to observe that the 
pursers now have orders to allow baths to China passengers free. As 
to the incivility of the servants, the attention of the agents has been 
specially directed to it, but San Francisco is a hard place to get 
good men at. Passengers must not be afraid to complain to the 
purses, instead of submitting to the annoyance, and grumbling. 

he only way for the officers to effect an improvement is to have

The weather became sensibly cooler for three days before our 
arrival, and a warm coat was necessary. On Sunday, the 25th, 
we made out the entrance to the “ Golden Gate;” the fog was 
very troublesome all day, but at four it cleared off, and we could 
see the residents on the beach driving and walking, and the bal- 
cony of the Cliff House was filled with people expecting friends. 
A boat from the Merchants’ Exchange boarded here, and gave us 
the startling intelligence of an earthquake having occurred on the 
21st, which had caused considerable damage to buildings, &., but 
only the loss of four lives. The excitement caused by this an- 
nouncement on our 1,000 and odd passengers and crew can be 
easily imagined. Admiring the charming scenery, we passed 
through the “Gate” into the magnificent bay of San Francisco, 
and hauled alongside the wharf at five, having steamed 3,220 miles 
from Panama in fourteen days, fourteen hours—the total distance 
from New York to San Francisco being{5,247 miles, accomplished 
in twenty-four days. 

SAN FRANCISCO. 

As soon as the steamer touched the wharf she was boarded by 
about twenty touters for hotels, express companies, and carriage 
drivers, all shouting at the top of their voices the names they 
represented. These men appeared like ba Atte and reso- 
lute, and utterly bewildering toa novice. Following them came 
the friends of passengers by shoals, and in less than five minutes 
it seemed as if the ship were in the hands of an enemy, the 
surging to and fro along the pa-sages reminding one of a theatre 
on fire. This is the last experience of a Californian steamer, one 
not to be missed, nor to be equalled in any other part of the world. 
Having given up your luggage to the charge of the representative 
of the hotel, who puts his chalk mark on it—which, by the way, 
could be easily effuced by a rival touter—you step on to the wharf, 
casting a sort of affectionate look at the ship that has afforde 
you such ample amusement and annoyance, with material fcr 
many an anecdote when once again by the fireside in Old Enge 
land. The hotel coach here is the same heavy, lumbering, old- 
fashioned box as in New York—a standing anomaly in the general 
reputation of Americans for improvements—the same style of 
conveyance that we abandoned long ago for the lighter and 
smaller vehicle called a cab. However, in due time, after con- 
siderable bumping (for the roads are as bad as in New York), we 
arrived at the principal street, styled Montgomery, and were duly 
deposited at the “ Lick House,” by which designation the chief 
hotel in the city is known. 

The Lick House Hotel suffered less from the earthquake than 
any other, being more substantially built, and only three storeys, 
while the Cosmopolitan and Occidental are four. The dining 
saloon is the finest in the whole country, and compares with the 
Grand Hotel in Paris; for space, elegance in design, ventilation, 
light, and general comfort, it is not to be surpassed. The gas 
chandeliers, panels, paintings, inlaid mosaic flooring, &c., are ex- 
tremely handsome, and in good taste. The bedrooms are all fitted 
with gas, water laid on, spring mattresses, and every comfort, 
The corridors, staircases, &c., are spacious, there is a private en~ 
trance for ladies, bath-roome, and in all respects, including living, 
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it is not a whit inferior to the best hotel in London or Paris— 
indeed in respect to vegetables and fruits superior, as they are so 

lentiful that the proprietor can afford to supply them ad libitum. 

he whole of this, faeladinig servants, gas, drc., costs three dollars 
per day. To order a dinner alone in London or Paris equal to 
that given here would more than absorb the whole three dollars : 
say, at 4s. the dollar, 12s. Indeed, considering the accommo- 
tion—the breakfast, lunch, dinner, tea, and supper, it is wonder- 
fully cheap. It appears a singular contradiction to our notions 
that Americans rarely drink anything but water to their dinner. 
Out of three or four hundred persons not twenty will order 
wine —so that the hotels have not even the pull from the 
sale of drinkables that our landlords rely on. European wares, 
clothing, and similar items are very dear indeed in California, 
dollars go like water with the most of English people travelling 
through the country, either on business or sight-seeing. A pint 
bottle of English ale at an hotel is 50 cents, or 2s.; sherry and 

ort, 2 to 3 dollars per bottle; Rhine wine, 2 to 4 dollars; Bor- 
deaux and Burgundy, ordinary, 1.50 to 3 dollars ; brandy, 3 dollars. 

The streets and buildings of San Francisco would do credit to 
a city of a century old. About a dozen of the principal streets 
running at right angles are easily traced, well marked and num- 
bered, and of excellent width. Some of the shops are pretentious, 
such as the glassware-rooms of Swain and Co., and the book-store of 
Bancroft and Co., which are quite equal to the best London es- 
tablishments. The system of cars on rails is adopted in all thoruugh- 
fares, but the same horrid custom prevails here as in New York of 
crowding them beyond the number they will seat. The thing 
is a custom, and it is no use railing against it, though very re- 

ugnant and uncomfortable to a Britisher, like many other things 
in this land of freedom, where the respectable part of the com- 
munity have to submit to the rowdy element. The low Irish and 
others cage themselves “ Democrats” rule the roast by weight of 
numbers, and are undermining the best and most vital. principles 
of good government. Wow long will the educated, intelligent, 
and respectable Americans submit to the corruption that now 
underlies all their institutions? This is the fruit of universal 
suffrage. There is not a Government appointment in the whole 
country but what is gained by party corruption—not a contract 
given out but what is filtered through the hands of a set of idle 
scamps of the most worthless class. The City of New York is 
taxed for its government twenty-three million dollars per annum, 
and where does it go? Not one-half is honestly expended. To 
be in any way connected with the Municipal or Central Govern- 
ment is to be supposed to have “touched the pitch ” which defiles 
a good name, and hence men of integrity stand aloof. 

Reverting to the streets of San Francisco, the “ Vigilance Com- 
mittee ” have effected marvels, but the habit which so many Ame- 
cans have of carrying either a revolver or a knife causes deadly 
affrays to be of nightly occurrence, arising out of quarrels between 
men who have been drinking. The general order of the streets 
is excellent and perfectly safe; the saloon rows can easily be 
avoided. 

The city of San Francisco, its banks and commerce, is, for 
twenty years’ growth, without parallel. The leading bank, styled 
the Bank of California, has a working capital of 5,000,000 dols., 
and in connection with the Oriental ‘bank works the exchanges 
with London, India, China, and Japan. The capital is soon to be 
doubled. The manager, Mr. Ralston, is one of the most enter- 
prising and liberal men in the State. The erection of a mint in 
80 young a place was an extraordinary but very wise step. This 
institution coins about twenty millions of gold and silver currency 
per annum, and the average wastage on this is but 1,500 dols. The 
presses strike off eighty to the minute. The currency is gold 
and silver, and the notes or greenbacks of the Central Govern- 
ment at Washington are repudiated, and taken only at the cur- 
rent discount of about twenty-five per cent. This isan anomaly, 
as they are a legal tender for every State in the Union. 

The productions of California are equally wonderful—tobacco, 
wool, silk, wheat, wine, &c. In 1867 no less than 223 ships were 
loaded with wheat for England and other ports. Fruits and vege- 
tables are now put up in tins and largely exported. Wines and 
brandy are also increasing in export, the grape growing without 
any care. Apples, pears, and peaches are insignificant. A visit 
to California to a man burnt up for years in India and China is 
indeed a luxury. The trips into the interior to the gold and quick- 
silver mines, d&c., are very interesting, and all visitors describe the 
Yosemite Valley, where the trees are some thirty feet in diameter, 
as’a sight worth coming from Europe to see. The population of 
San Francisco is computed at nearly 150,000. The wharves and 
other conveniences for the discharge of vessels are all first-rate ; 
the steam companies have all special ones. That of the Pacific 
Mail Company includes bonded warehouses, &c. Iron foundries 
and engineering works of all descriptions can be executed here 
at much lower rates than in China. A capacious dry dock has Phe 
been completed, capable of taking in any vessel but the Great 
Eastern, and she is not likely to trouble or amaze San Francisco 
with her huge presence. Ferry steamers run across the bay to 
Oakland and other placcs, and several steamers run on the Sacra- 
mento river. Railways are also being pushed in all parts, and 
there are several completed lines for distances of twenty-five to 
fifty miles. Thesc lines are opening up new towns, &c.* The 


* The rail to Sacramento will soon be completed, and it is from here 
that the overland journey for New York commences. 
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State has lately settled a number of disputed claims to Jand within 
a radius of twenty miles from San Francisco, and the impetus 
thus given to improve these lots is very considerable. The 
weather in the autumn is very fine—clear sunny days with the 
thermometer about 70, and down to 45at night. The rainy season 
commences in November, and continues more or less until April. 
From May to November there is no rain, but heavy fogs and dews, 
which come on every afternoon, and render the summer months 
very unpleasant. Full accounts of the earthquake on 2]st Oct. 
have already appeared, so it would be useless to add even accounts 
from “eye-witnesses.” No doubt it has shaken the faith of investors 
in property, and consequently the value, although holders put a 
bold front on it and assert that the value of real estate had not 
fallen at all, although the buildings had ! 

Americans are certainly showing signs of becoming an older 
nation ; they do not eat so fast. Ten years ago an observer of hotel 
life in New York would see the operation of dining performed in 
ten to twenty minutes ; now there is a distinct change observable, 
and with some exceptions they eat leisurely, and can occupy ac- 
tually forty to sixty minutes—in short they now dine in place of 
bolting a dinner. That particular genus known as Yankees, or 
“ Down-Easters,” are not so prevalent as Englishmen suppose, and 
the “ Wall, Stranger,” salute is now rarely met with. The sort of 
Yankee whom the hero of “Foul Play,” dealt with in selling his 
discovery of an island in the Pacific, who could only talk on 
business while “ whittling,” appears to have died out to a great 
extent. Americans have also a peculiar way of treating questions 
which are current enough amongst ourselves as travellers, but 
which they seem to treat as a species of impertinence, and either 
answer very curtly or not at all. They appear to be excessivel 
sensitive of their independence—it cannot be called dignity—an 
their manner of showing it is frequently offensive. The habits 
of swearing, chewing, spitting, making use of other people's 
chairs for balancing their feet, and such like, are to be found 
among persons whose position and occupation should ensure a 
little more refinement. Only time can work down these oddities, 

THE CHINA LINE. 

The China line of the Pacific Mail Company is subsidised by the 
United States Government at 500,000 dols. per annum for a monthly 
service to Yokohama, Shanghai, and Hong Kong. For this ser- 
vice they have now four ships—the Great Republic, China, Japan, 
and America; the latter now fitting out at New York. ese 
ships are all of 4,000 to 4,500 tons. The main line is to Yoko- 
hama and Hong Kong; while Shanghai is connected by a branch 
steamer, the Costa Rica, of about 2,000 tons, which also calls at the 
new ports of Osaka and Hiogo. The four larger steamers are 
magnificently fitted, and have a carrying capacity of about 
2,000 tons for cargo, and 1,600 tons for coal and stores. The 
length in all is 380 feet, 50 feet beam, and 31 feet depth of 
hold. The Japan has five decks, with a height of is eight feet 
on the main deck. She is constructed of the best materials. 
The frame is strapped diagonally with iron, and the ceiling 
is bolted ; the planking is double, of six inches and four inches 
thickness; the inside of pine, and outside of oak; barque- 
rigged, register tonnage 4,352, builders’ 5,550; built in New 
York in 1868 by Steers, and engined by the “Novelty Iron 
Works ;”’ cost about 1,200,000 dols. The lower hold is divided 
into ‘five water-tight compartments. The engine is single, on the 
beam pnrinciple, the nominal power being 1,500-horse, work- 
ing up to 3,000 ; the cylinder of 105 inch ; stroke, 12 feet ; diame- 
ter of wheel 40 feet ; length shaft, 79 ; diameter, 2 feet ; weight, 66 
tons ; crank, 8 tons. Consumption of fuel, 40 to 43 tons per day ; 
average total consumption from San Francisco to Yokohama, 1,070 
tons, the usual time being 26 days, The saloon is handsomely fitted, 
and measures 112 feet in length by 40; the cabins, or state rooms, 
as they are called by Amcricans, are arranged on two sides of the 
saloon for two persons in each, but could be made to hold three or 
four. On the lower deck there is another saloon surrounded b 
cabins, making fifty in all. The lower saloon is nicely fitted wit 
couches, easy chairs, d&c., and is devoted to ladies and married 
people Besides this there is a saloon on the upper or hurricane 
deck, supplied with a piano and easy chairs. This is a favourite 

lace in fine and warm weather, and is fitted up with great taste. 

he steerage accommodates in all 900 persons, divided into three 
grades. There is a general appearance of space prevailing every- 
where, which is extremely grateful to all persons who have resided 
in the Kast. The vast capacity of the ship enables her to put out 
of sight all that is not agrecable, and to provide special accommo- 
dation for every department. There is a place for everything, 
and Captain Lane keeps everything in its place, and in a very 
quiet way. The general accommodation of the ship includes 
separate galleys, dc., pantry for steerage and cabin passengers, 
ice-house, butcher’s shop, wine room and small stores, barber’s 
shop, which includes the sale of a variety of articles ; bath-rooms, 
water-closets, &c. The consumption of rice and sundry provisions 
is equal to about one ton per diem. A distilling apparatus gives 
an abundant supply of fresh water. 

Such is an outline of the Japun, Captain George E. Lane, which 
left San Francisco on the 4th Nov., having been detained two 
days, tin for the Constitution, from Panama. On the second 
day out she had the misfortune to break a shaft of the air pump 
The chief engineer, Mr. Bulger, as promptly as possible suppli 
another, turning the shaft with the lathe. The delay involved 
nearly twenty-four hours. The progress of the Japan was very 
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majestic, but not calculated to satisfy passengers, the day's run 
being 150 to 230 miles, However, the ship in every other respect was 
so highly satisfactory that any real grumbling was scarce. No 

uestion but that good feeding is a panacea for many evils, and 
the present case was no exception to the rule. The steward per- 
formed his part most satisfactorily. The Chinese make excellent 
waiters, and their civility was a charming contrast to our ex- 
perience on the Panama side.

The Jupan is so constructed and divided off that the steerage 
passengers are scarcely seen, and it is difficult to realise that there 
are on board nearly seven hundred. They are not only not seen, 
but, what is equalls important, they are not smelt ; but the pigs 
and other live stoak are, and are a standing nuisance on all the 
company’s ships, being carried on the guards instead of the upper 
or hurricane deck, whero there is more air. The Japan isa very fine 
sea boat, and rises to the sea so well that there is the minimum 
amount of motion. ‘Indeed, with a tolerably heavy sea she pur- 
sues her way without taking over any water. Iler great height 
out of water, some thirty feet, gives her this advantage to some 
extent. The absence of the heavy bowsprit and spars customary 
in the old style of steamers must also very much contribute to 
the vessel’s power of rising to the sea. The appearance of an 
American steamer, with her small spars, guards, stanchions sup- 
porting the hurricane deck, and the bare look forward, although it 
contrasts unfavourably with our English steamers in appearance, 
affords great comfort to all on board. 

For a thorough appreciation of the Japan the mysteries of the en- 
gine-room must be explored. A general description of the engine is 

iven above, but theappliances over and above thisare very interest- 
ing. There are no less than thirteen small engines for working the 
supply of water and other necessaries ; condensing apparatus, by 
Normandy, capable of producing 1,500 gallons of fresh water daily, 
with several distributing tanks for galleys, pantries, &c. ; hydraulic 
pumps, capable of lifting up to thirty tons; an engine shop and 
store, with tools capable of meeting almost all kinds of accidents, 
as, for instance, the shaft for the air-pump referred to above. The 
stokehole is supplied with buckets for coal and clinkers fitted on 
rails, and lifted by a small engine, thus avoiding any lifting or 
carrying. There is an indicator, showing the total number of re- 
volutions to be 301,592 from San Francisco to Yokohama, the ave- 
rage being about 12,000 per day. 

he precautions a oe for fire are very complete, the company 
being their own underwriters. There is an engine forward, of 
50-horse power, capable of throwing fifteen streams; steam is 
turned on from the main boilers, and it is at work in a few 
minutes ; eight other pomp supplied with hose, are stationed at 
various parts of the ship, ‘The crew are put through a course of 
drill and stations by a false alarm of fire. 

The voyage of the Jupan—twenty-six days—has been long, 
owing to the accident to machinery involving a care in pushin; 
on. Last passage she accomplished it in twenty-two days, an 
the other ships for this year have accomplished it in the same 
time, The distance in the summer season is 4,764 miles, and in 
winter 5,250, as the course lays along the 30th parallel of latitude, 
involving a detour. In the winter season, from October to 
March, twenty-six days are allowed as the contract time to 
Yokohama. One of these days is lost to the ship, asin crossing 
the 180th meridian of longitude, from west to east, a day has to 
be dropped to equalise the time. In returning one day is doubled 
(that is, in going from east to west longitude), for the same 
reason. During the whole passage the weather was agreeable, and 
the utmost good feeling prevailed, go that we left the Japan with 
the impression that she was one of tho most comfortable ships 
afloat.

The treasure from San Francisco for China conveyed by these 
ships in 1868, including 784,225 dols.on board the Japan, for 
November amounts to 6,130,759 dols., at a freight of half and five- 
eights per cent. The cargo, consisting of flour, quicksilver, arms, 
and sundries, about 5,000 tons, at a freight of 10 dols. to 15 dols. 
From China and Japan the freight conveyed has been, including 
the China for November, 8,528 tons, chiefly tea for New York, at 
35 dols. to 45 dols. 

All goods for New York, England, &., should, according to the 
United States Customs’ regulations, pay a duty at San Francisco, 
as the first port of entry, and in order to get over this difficulty 
the Pacific Mail Company have to grant a passage to a Custom- 
house officer, who proceeds to Aspinwall and sees the goods 
actually put on board the steamer for New York. This is an 
awkward rule, and one that must be got rid of before goods are 
conveyed by rail, as the Customs cannot extend the privilege to 
the rail, and to insist on duties at San Francisco would be fatal 
to the carriage of any goods by the company’s steamers for New 
York, England, &c.

out via San Francisco, and home by the P.and O., or reverse it 
and 4 finer trip cannot be conceived.

THE LOSS OF H.M.S. “RATTLER” IN JAPAN. 

The following letter appeared lately in the columns of a morning 
contemporary :— 

S1z,—A propos of the very interesting letters daily addressed to your 
valuable journal on the subject of saving lives at sea, can you inform 
your readers what action has been taken by our Government in the 
recent wreck of the Rattler on the coast of Japan, when 140 British 
sailors had been saved by the French man-of-war Dupleiz, commanded 
by Captain Du Petit Thouars. 

More than a month since I read in the French papers a highly in- 
teresting narrative of the return to Yokohama of the officers and crew 
of the unfortunate Rattler, and the humane and considerate treatment 
they experienced whilst on board the Dupleiz. 

Independently of the great number of lives thus providentially res- 
cued, a valuable amount of stores had alao been saved. 

The French Government has not been slow in appreciating, the very 
efficient service rendered to a friendly nation, as I have heard of its 
having substantially recognised and rewarded their officers for their 
energetic conduct on so trying an occasion. 

Permit me to renew the question. What, beyond poor official thanks, 
has our ministry done in recognition of the valuable aid thus rendered 
by the Marine of our humane and chivalrous neighbour.— Yours, &.,,

tered upon with the depressing consciousness that, owing to a popular 
eryfat home in favour of the rebels, we should not get even t ked 
for it. We had quite a fair proportion of killed and wounded, not to 
mention deaths from climate, &c.; but not only have we never received 
any recognition of our services in a war of which it is impossible to 
overrate the importance, but many of us, decorated for good service by 
the Emperor of China, have been refused permission to wear our bard- 
earned medals. Perhaps, if you took up our cause, we might obtain 
the general service medal, which would atone in some degree for what 
many of us, with all respect, consider an injustice.— Yours truly, AntI-

“IN TRANSITU.” 

Tue Judicial Committee of Privy Council has been oc- 
cupied for two days with an appeal against the decision of 
the Supreme Court of Hong Kong in the now eelebrated 
Min case. It willbe remembered that this arose out of a 
consignment of Manchester goods, obtained on credit from 
Messrs. MENDEL, LIEBERT, and other Manchester firms, by 
Messrs. LyaLL and Sritz, and shipped by them to the Hong 
Kong firm of Lyaut, Stitt, and Co. A clause in the heading 
of the invoices stipulated that the proceeds of these goods were 
to be remitted specially to cover Messrs. Lyaui and Sritz’s 
acceptances against them ; but the Hong Kong firm being 
in difficulties, its representative, Mr. MacLean, made an 
assignment of its property to the Chartered Bank of India, 
Australia, and China, and the Comptoir d’Escompte, which 
included this shipment, and handed over to these banks 
the documents appertaining thereto. On arrival of the 
vessel, however, the goods were stopped in transitu at the 
instance of the Manchester firms ; an action was brought 
by the banks for their value, and a verdict given in their 
favour, with costs. 

The object of the present appeal (a full account of which 
will be found in our “Legal” columns) is to set aside this ver- 
dict, on the ground that, ander the peculiar terms of the trans- 
action, LYALL, Strut, and Co. were not bona fide owners of 
the goods at the time they made the assignment ; that such 
an assignment could only convey such interest as LYALL, 
Srixt, and Co. really had in the property assigned (which in 
this case amounted to ni) ; and that the lien held by the 
banks on property so transferred must be subject to any 
prior claims there might be upon it, such as that of an unpaid 
vendor. Judgment was reserved ; but Lord CHELMSFORD took 
occasion to express a grave doubt as to whether a bill of 
lading could in any case be lawfully assigned for an antecedent 
debt. In an article on this case in The London and China 
Telegraph of August 13, 1867, we noticed the intention of the 
Manchester firms to promote an appeal to the Privy Council, 
and at the same time expressed a belief that they would be 
successful—a belief which we still feel sure will be justified 
when the decision of the Judicial Committee shall be made 
public. Should it be otherwise, the sympathy of all right- 
minded persons must be with the vendors thus despoiled of 
their equitable rights. As for the banks, they were entirely 
deceived by the ingenious suppression of the original invoice, 
containing the special clause above quoted, and the substitu- 
tion of a fictitious one in which that clause was expunged ; 
and they can hardly be blamed for endeavouring to 
hold such security as seemed available to protect them 
from impending ruinous losses. And the authors of 
this clever operation? Well, there is nothing to be 
said against them. Did they not leave the Hong Kong 
Bankruptcy Court “without the slightest imputation ?” 
and did not Judge Smatz pay them a high, and (doubtless) 
well-merited compliment on their conduct? Rather let us 
offer them our congratulations on the noble example of 
integrity and fair dealing they bave shown their brother 
merchants ; and on the halo of dignity in which the firm 
of LyaLt, Stitt and Co. sets below the commercial horizon.

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CHINA AFFAIRS. 

THE correspondence between the Foreian Minister and 
Mr. BuriineHamE, which has appeared in the daily papers 
(and which we reproduce elsewhere for purposes of reference), 
shows that the statement we gave a short time since regard- 
ing the agreement entered into was substantially correct. 
Whether this letter of Lord Crarenpon’s to the Chinese 
Envoy, and the reply of the latter is to be the sole end and 
result of the negotiations—or whether these despatches are 
merely intended to settle the basis of a treaty, to be concluded 
on the return of the Mission from Paris remains to be seen. 
We understand that China affairs will be brought to the notice 
of the House of Commonsat an early period of the Session now 
commenced ; and Lord CLARENDON will have an opportunity 
of more explicitly stating on what footing he has placed our 
relations with China, and of explaining (as the Spectator puts 
it) “how far he has fallen into Mr. BuRLINGHAME's trap, and 
how far Mr. BuruinaHaMeE into his.” In the meanwhile, it 
is remarkable that we hear nothing of the Hong Kong Asso- 
ciation—the London branch we mean, of course. Now is 
the time when its members should bestir themselves. Last 
Session China affairs were left to shift for themselves, and the 
subject was postponed until late in the year, when other ques- 
tions of more Imperial urgency caused it to be shelved alto 
gether. It seems to us most important that the Association 
should lose no time in deciding on its programme, so that no 
favourable opportunity may be lost in obtaining for our rela- 
tions with China, and the condition of the colony of Hong 
Kong, that consideration in the House of Commons that is 
so necessary to the welfare of our interests in those quarters. 


THE TELEGRAPH TO INDIA AND CHINA. 

ALLUSION was made in our last issue to two new com- 
panies formed to undertake the extension of telegraphic com- 
munication, firstly with India, and ultimately with China 
and Australia. The first of these will certainly effect its 
object without much delay, the whole of the required capital 
being subscribed, and arrangements for the manufacture of 
the cable in active progress at the works of the Telegraph 
Construction and Maintenance Company. Regarding the 
second company named, nothing further has transpired, and 
now that the “British Indian Submarine” has got first in 
the field, and its success seems assured, it is not unlikely 
that the other project will remain in abeyance, if it is not 
abandoned altogether. We are informed that an application 
made to the Admiralty by its promoters, for the use of two 
vessels of war to lay their cable, met with a prompt refusal, 
and this may have something to do with the delay. The 
directors of the “ Anglo-Indian” have acted wisely in secur- 
ing the services of the Great Eastern, almost the only ship 
afloat really qualified for an operation of such magnitude. 
Most of our readers will have seen an account of an acci- 
dent to the Calcutta, a ship employed in conveying to its 
destination a portion of a new cable for the Persian Gulf. 
That line is double for about half the distance between 
Bushire and Kurrachee, that is to say, between Jashk 
and the latter port, there is a land line along the coast as 
well as a submerged cable; but from Bushire to Jashk it is 
at present single, and any accident to this portion interrupts 
the whole system. To double this section, therefore, a cable 
of some 500 miles in length bas been manufactured by order 
of the Indian Government ; 280 miles of it was on board the 
ill-fated Calcutta, and the rest was to follow almost imme- 
diately in the Zweed. The mishap to the former vessel will 
of course cause a long delay in the laying of the wire, and it" 
may even yet be superseded by the new Red Sea cable before 
it is ready for use. We sincerely hope that those in- 
terested in the extension of the system to the Straits and 
China will lose no time in preparing for active operations, 
which need hardly be delayed for the completion of the sec- 
tion now about to be commenced. We are glad to hear that 
Her Magesty’s ship Serpent has commenced taking deep sea 
soundings between Singapore and Galle, witha view to the fu- 
ture laying of a telegraph cable. With a thoroughly efficient 
Mediterranean system already in working order, a cable from 
Suez to Bombay to be laid in a few months, and preparations 
in progress for an extension from Galle to the Straits, a direct 
line of telegraph from London to China is no longer a dream of 
the remote future. In the meanwhile, Grant's Trans-Mongo- 
lian line is again open for the season of 1869. Its efficiency 
was thoroughly proved by last year’s operations, and there is 
every probability of its usefulness being largely increased. 
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THE GAMBLING FARMS AT HONG KONG AND THE 
SOCIAL SCIENCE ASSOCIATION. 

THE non-receipt by the Council of the Social Science 
Association of the reply vouchsafed by Sir RicHarp Mac- 
DonnELL to their Memorial of last year, is at length explained. 
Its suppression, after al], was not due (as we had thought 
possible) to some bungling on the part of subordinate offi- 
cials at Hong Kong, but to a deliberate act of the late 


Sscretary of State for the CoLontes, who received it from. 


Hong Kong, but did not think proper to forward it to its 
destination, being of opinion that it was unnecessary for a 
Colonial Governor to justify his acts to a private society. 
In another column we print a letter addressed by order of 
Earl Granvitiz, the present Colonial Secretary, to the 
Association, in which his Lordship conveys this explana- 
tion, and adds that he regrets the publication of the 
document, but as it has been made public in the 
-columns of an English newspaper (The London and China 
Telegraph), he now sees no objection to hand over the original 
to the persons it is addressed to. This letter is dated the 
4th inst., and on the 9th Earl GRANVILLE received a deputa- 
tion, headed by Mr. CuisHotm Anstey, to hear the views of 
the Association verbally explained. We give a detailed re- 
port of the proceedings elsewhere, so it will suffice to remark 
here that the Earl promptly owned his personal distaste for 
the system of adding to the colonial revenue by profits de- 
rived from gambling or opium-smoking, but showed at the 
same time 4 full appreciation of the difficulties in the way of 
reversing the acts of his predecessor on such short notice. 
We quite agree with his Lordship that it is not easy to see 
how these vices are to be suppressed altogether, or, if the 
licence system be applied to keep them under some degree of 
control, how the profits arising from it can be consistently de- 
voted to measures for suppressing these same vices that the 
licence system itself renders legal. The question is an intri- 
cate one altogether, and, asthe Szoretary of Stats justly re- 
marked, requires at least a few months’ consideration from 
the new Administration before any decisive action can be 
taken with safety. , 


CORRESPONDENCE BETWEEN LORD CLARENDON 
AND MR. BURLINGHAME. 


The following correspondence between the Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs and Mr. Burlinghame, as Envey of the Chinese Govern- 
ment, was made pablic the day after the departure of last mail :— 

Tas Eagt oF CLARENDON TO Mr. BuRLINGHAME. 
Foreign-office, December 28, 1868. 

8m,—I gathered, from the conversation which I had the honour to 
have with you on the 26th instant, that the objects of the Chinese 
Government in sending a diplomatic mission to Europe were twofold . 
one, that by means of such a mission the European Powers might be 
disabused of an impression which it was supposed at Peking that they 
entertained, that the Chinese Government had entered upon a retro- 
grade policy, and contemplated not only refusal to enlarge their re- 
lations with Christian nations, but even restriction within narrower 
limits of the intercourse which, under treaty, those nations were now 
entitled to hold with the Chinese dominions; the other, to deprecate 
any intention on the part of European Powers to bring to bear on China 
any amount of unfriendly pressure to induce her rulers to enter pre- 
cipitately on a new system of policy which would seriously affect her 
independence. 

I ,understood from you that the Chinese Government were fally 
alive to the expediency, or even necessity, for their own interests, of 
facilitating and encouraging intercourse with foreign nations; that 
they were sensible of the advantages that would result from a greater 
assimilation of their rules and practice to those of other nations, and 
from the adoption of the improvements by which the industry of 
Europe had been so much developed, and the happiness of ita people 
go much increased ; but that with all this they felt that any attempt 
abruptly to introduce new systems or new ideas among a people whose 
knowledge of foreign nations was of recent date, and who had been 
brought up under a traditional system. to which they had been accus- 
tomed and were attached, would not only produce confusion and even 
revolution in the country, but would tend to retard instead of pro- 
moting the progress, the necessity for which the Chinese Government 
fully admitted and were desirous to encourage, though they wished to 
be allowed to do so by degrees, and without any sudden and violent 
shock to the feelings, passions, and even prejudices of their people. 

Her Majesty's Government, I informed you in reply, fully admitted 
that the Chinese Government were entitled to count upon the forbear- 
ance of foreign nations ; and I assured you that, as far as their country 
was concerned, ‘there was neither a desire nor an intention to apply 
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unfriendly pressure to China to induce her Government to advance 
more rapidly in her intercourse with foreign nations than was con. 
sistent with safety, and with due and reasonable regard for the feelings 
of her subjects. 

But Her Majesty's Government, I said, expected from China a faith- 
ful observance of the stipulations of existing treaties, and reserved to 
themselves the right of employing friendly representations to induce 
the Chinese Government to advance in the course opened up by those 
treaties, and to afford greater facilities and encouragement and protec- 
tion to}the subjects of foreign Powers seeking to extend commercial 
intercourse with the Chinese people. 

Her Majesty's Government feel that they may fairly appeal to the 
Chinese Government, though always in terms of friendship, to act in 
this spirit towards themselves and other foreign nations ; and they 
would do go with the more confidence because they may be excused for 
believing that the interests of China will be advanced in a far greater 
degree than those of foreign nations, by steadily availing herself of the 
opportunities within her reach for applying to her Empire the skill and 
experience of the nations of Europe. 

But Her Majesty's Government are, moreover, entitled to expect 
from China, as an indispensable condition of their goodwill, the fulles 
amount of protection to British subjects resorting to her dominions 
They are aware that the provincial governors are too often in the habit 
of disregarding the rights of foreigners, trusting to impunity as regards 
the Central Government of Peking, and to the unwillingness of foreign 
Powers to assert the rights of their subjects by local pressure. 

Her Majesty's Government feel that they are acting in the intereat 
of the Chinese Empire when they announce their preference for an 
appeal rather to the Central Government than to local authorities fo 
the redress of wrong done to British subjects. It is with the Central 
Government, and not with the provincial authorities, that foreign 
Powers have entered into treaties, and it is for the interest of the 
Central Government that foreign Powers should recognise its supreme 
authority over its provincial governors, and that the Central Govern- 
ment should assume, and on all occasions when appealed to for the 
redreas of local wrongs, be prepared to exercise that authority. 

These observations will, J trust, enable you to reassure the Govern- 
ment of Peking as to the friendly feelings entertained towards it by 
the British Government. It reata with the Central Government s0 to 
order its intercourse with Great Britain and the Queen's subjects as to 
avoid cause of difference, and to preserve unimpaired the friendship of 
this country. 

I have only to add that all Her Majesty's agents in China have been 
instructed to act in the spirit and with the objects which I have thus 
explained to you, and generally to caution British subjects to pay due 
respect, not only to the laws of the Empire, but, as far as may be, to 
the usages and feelings of the Chinese people.—I am, &c.,

Mr Loxp,—I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your 
lordship’s despatch of the 28th of December, and, in reply, to inform 
you that T agree to the general accuracy of your deductions from our 
conversation at that time. 


lst. That it was the object of the mission to disabuse the forei; 
Powers of an impression they were supposed to entertain, that the 
Chinese Government had entered upon a retrograde policy ;and secondly, 
to deprecate a precipitate and unfriendly attempt on their part to enter 
upon a policy which might make all progress impossible from its 
menacing tone and “ violent shock to the feelings, and even prejudices 
of the people.” 

I have also the honour to express my satisfaction with the reply of 
your lordship on the part of Her Majesty’s Government ; first, thatan 
unfriendly pressure shall not be applied inconsistent with the inde- 
pendence and safety of China; and secondly, that Her Majesty’s Go- 
vernment desires to deal directly with the Central Government rather 
than with the local authorities, and that Her Majesty's agents in China 
have been instructed “ to act in the spirit of these views, and to cau- 
tion British subjects to pay due respect not only to the laws of the 
Empire, but as far as may be, to the usages and feelings of the Chinese 

eople.” 

Lagres algo with your lordship as to the importance of the strict 
observance of existing treaty stipulations. Agreeing then as we do to 
these principles of action, it is equally gratifying to know that we do 
not differ as to the manner of their application, particularly as to the 
exercise of force—that is, that it should be used to protect life and 
property immediately exposed. These safe, the question becomes 
diplomatic, to be referred first to Peking, and, before war ensues, to 
the Home Government. 

The explicit manner in which your lordship expressed yourself upon 
this point, not only in the conversation of the 26th, but in that of to- 
day, will give great satisfaction to the Chinese Government. This 
policy, acted upon, will make wars with China impossible, or they will 
not occur without sufficient cause, and only after mature deliberation. 

I do not recur in this despatch to other topics of our conversation, 
but limit myself to a atatement of the points agreed upon.—I have, &c.,

the same month of August, transmitting a printed copy of their me- 
morial, in which some omissions of marginal references were supplied, 
and the other in the ensuing month of September, transmitting copies 
of a then recent correspondence between a gentleman from Hong Kong, 
from whom they had obtained them, and Mr. White, the late Chief 
Magistrate of Police at Hong Kong; in confirmation of the former state- 
ments of your memorialists as to the true causes of the failure of 
criminal justice at Hong Kong, in the matter of the offences of gam- 
bling and keeping of gambling tables; and in illustration of the official 
documents so largely referred to by them in their former memorial 
upon that portion of the subject. 

8. This prolonged silence on the part of the late Secretary of State 
with respect to their memorial and its prayer, is by no means their 

vest subject of complaint to your Jondeuip. Within the last few 
days, your memorialists having learned, to their exceeding surprise, 
from an English newspaper, that an official letter to their secrctary 
from the Government of Hong Kong was in circulation kere; and 
having through personal application to a proprietor of an overland mis- 
cellany (the London and China Telegraph) obtained for the firat time 
a@ perusal of the document in question, as published in his number of 
the 7th ultimo, have now to represent to your Lordship, on the autho- 
rity of that gentleman (Mr. Wright, of No. 2, Cowper's-court, Corn- 
hill) that he received it about the end of last November from the Hong 
Kong authorities, in a printed form, for publication here* ; that it must 
have been privately printed : for in none of the Hong Kong or China 
newspapers hitherto received is there any allusion to the fact of such a 
document being in existence, or intended to be ;—and, although it 
bears date “ Oct. 20, 1868,” and above all purporting, as it does, to 
bear the signature of the Colonial Secretary of Hong Xong (and to 
have been sent by command of the Governor), ought to have been sent 
to its destination along with the ‘‘ Despatches” of the Governor to 
Europe, — nevertheless neither the original itself nor any copy of it has 
been as yet received by the gentleman to whom, if the accompanying 
copy from the London and China Telegraph be correct, the document, 
or as it is there called Despatch, in question purports to be addressed. 

4. 80 far as your memorialists have been able to learn, the other 
officers and members generally of the Association have hitherto been 
kept in the game ignorance, on the subject of the so-called despatch or 
letter, with themselves, whose only means of knowledge consist as yet 
in the alleged copy of it, which accompanies the present memorial, 
and which was not procured by them until last week. 

5. If it were necessary to enlarge upon the apparent impropriety of 
the above proceedings of the Hong Kong Government, your memo- 
rialists might justly advert to the fact that, as stated in the final para- 
graph of the Despatch or letter in question, the main, if not the only 
object of sending it at all, was to obtain the reparation, nay, the im- 
mediate reparation there demanded, for one misrepresentation of fact 
alleged to be contained in their former memorial, and insisted upon'by 
the Hong Kong Government, not only in that paragraph, but also in 
the first eleven paragraphs of that so-called Despatch. 

6. It is very obvious that a demand of that nature ought not fora 
moment to have been withdrawn, by the authorities making it, from 
the persons on whom they professed to make it, and that, by being 
kept so long in the dark ag to the existence of such a demand, the lat- 
ter are at this moment obnoxious to the very serious misconstructions 
of the public, in respect of their long and unexplained reticence in the 
presence of such a demand. 

7. It is equally obvious that the non-publication at Hong Kong of a 
decument meant for instantaneous publication here, and the entire 
ignorance of the community there of the very existence of such adocu- 
ment, must have again prevented the expression on its part of any dis- 
sent from the views signified by his Excellency in the Despatch or 
letter in question, and in more than one paragraph strangely repre- 
sented to be in entire conformity—as those signified on a former occa- 
sion were also said to be—with the views of the community in general, 
and of every person who has ever resided in China. 

8. Your memorialists do not doubt that this method, of suppressing 
in the colony and also from your memorialists, and at the same time 
publishing to the world, a paper, which containg at the same time 
with a demand of satisfaction of personal honour, the pretended reply 
to the main articles of accusation against the local government pre- 
sented by the late memorial, will be regarded by your lordship neither 
as regular, in respect to the traditions of your department, nor as

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satisfactory in itself, nor yet as compensatory for the very extraordinary 
silence which, with regard to their well-founded and respectful com- 
plaints of colonial maladminstration, your predecessor appears to have 
considered it to have been his duty to pursue. 

9. Into the possible reasons, which may hereafter be alleged in‘pal- 
liation, if not in defence, of the proceedings of which they complain, 
they do not pretend to enter. It is very possible that their endeavours 
to conjecture those reasons might be misguided, and therefore thrown 
away. They have also now the aatisfaction to think that they can 
better attain the information which they seek upon that part of the 
case by asking your Lordship to afford it. 

10. Before they conclude, your memorialists desire to add to their 
former—and as yet altogether unanswered—memorial, a few remarks 
upon the pretended reply to it, which is offered by the accompanying 
copy—if, indeed, it be genuine—of the so-called Despatch or letter of 
** October 20, 1868.” 

11. In the first place they draw the attention of your Lordship to the 
fact that the ‘‘ Appendix,” to which the paper in question professes to 
refer as evidence of the truth of its statements, has been excluded from 
the printed copy sent; an omission of some significance, because the 
Governor's accompanying financial statement for 1869, of which that 
supposed “ Appendix” is there stated to contain extracts—and which 
had reached the hands of your memorialists through quite another 
channel—so far from supporting the statements in question, furnishes 
the strongest proofs of their inaccuracy and of the futility of the ar- 
guments founded upon them, by which the Hong Kong Government 
pretend to impeach the truth and juatice of the original complaint 
of your memorialists (upon the point, viz., that the measurea of 
that Government for the licensing of public gambling houses, 
amongst the Chinese of Hong Kong, through a Government farmer 
of licenses, for fees and rewards received by Government, is open 
not only to the more obvious reproach of being altogether at va- 
riance with morality and policy, but also to the particular reproach of 
being intended as a means of swelling the colonial revenue, and 
diminishing Imperial expenditure upon local establishments). For, 
in that State paper addressed to his Legislative Council, the Governor 
of Hong Kong no longer, as in 1867-8, affects to set apart the moneys 
received from sucha source, as not properly belonging to local revenue, 
nor applicable to local purposes, but now at least claims to deal with 
them as part of that revenue, and to apply them to those purposes, 
and this, too, in aid of an ordinary revenue, which according to the 
same statement, ia very largely in exceas of the expenditure ot 1867. 
They algo observe with surprise and regret that the change of policy 
ig justified in the same State paper on thé ground that his Excellency 
had been recently empowered by your Lordship’s predecessor to effect it 

12. Nevertheless, if the alleged ‘‘ Despatch,” or letter, be a genuine 
document, your memorialists are now challenged to retract their ori- 
ginal statements on that head, and in the form at least in which they 
are worded ; and, to give colour to the demand, an iague, altogether 
immaterial, is attempted to be raised upon the word ‘‘ highest ”—oc- 
curring in one solitary passage of their former memorial (viz., that the 
Gambling-houses’ Farm “ had been granted to the highest bidder’). 
It must seem to your Lordship, as it does to your memorialists, 
that the reproach to which this challenge refers consisted in the crea- 
tion of ance a farm, and in the putting it up for eale at all; whatso- 
ever may have been the other conditions on which the acceptance of 
the bid at such sale was made to depend. If, therefore, their former 
memorial had incorrectly atated the effect of the proceedings of 
the Hong Kong Government, in a particular so irrelevant to the gist 
of their complaint, to take exception to it upon that ground would 
be altogether beside the question; and, if taken, equally idle, for 
your memorialists accept the discussion. But they do not admit 
that their former statements on this head, when read with the con- 
text, are open, even to that extent, to the charge of inaccuracy. The Go- 
vernment of Hong Kong do not venture to say that the “ offer” of “ up- 
wards of 300,000 dollars” was made bya “ bidder ” (indeed the vague- 
ness of an offer so worded precludes the supposition of that being the 
case) ; and the fact, if it be one, that the Government was contented to 
accept a lower bid, with good security, for punctual payment or per- 
manent continuance, than they might otherwise have gotten, is per- 
fectly consistent with the fact that the bidding accepted upon such 
conditions was, according to the ordinary acceptation, the ‘‘ highest.” 
Yet this is the issue, the establishment of which, as the “ Despatch” or 
letter expressly states, in its last paragraph, is the one single object 
- which the whole of that pretended reply to the former memorial is 

evoted. 

13. Your memorialists do not feel that they are called upon to re- 
state the facts and proofs upon which that memorial was founded, and 
of which none are rofuted, nor, except by an occasional denial, so much 
as noticed by the “ Despatch” or letter in question; whilst the silence 
of the Governor as to many of them would seem to confess them to be 
true. They can afford to pass by the reposted, yet quite unfounded, 
assumption that this committee consists of persons not one of whom 
has ever resided in China or Hong Kong, or who have had any means 
of becuming practically acquainted with the doings of the Hong Kong 
Government. It is the stereotyped objection in such cases, although 
an often refuted one ; and it will be difficult to persuade your Lord- 
ship that the great traditions upon which the colonial empire of 
England was planted, and to which, according to the as yet un- 
fulfilled prognostic of the founders of Hong Kong, as quoted in 
the former memorial, the laws, government, and policy of that 
colony were to be especially adopted, as an example to the neigh- 
bouring empire, are out of place in the present discussion, or are not 
binding upon the present Government of that colony ; or that any 
objections to its proceedings which may be based upon those traditions 
ought to be considered as open to disparagement on the part of that 
Government, as the ‘‘mere sentimental objections” of ‘ well-meaning 
persons in England, ignorant of the circumstances which have pro- 
duced and which juatify a policy” (paragraph 24) ; yet so little to be 
defended upon principle (as it is at the same time confessed), that but 
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for his local experience, the Governor himself would probably bave 
subscribed a similar remonstrance, “and applauded himself for sab- 
scribing it’ (paragraph 12). 

14. Your memorialists see no reason to qualify in the least the 
adherence which they now express to the statements of their former 
memorial. They trust that by your lordship at least it will be now 
considered ; and, in considering it, that due weight will be given to 
the important evidence to which its marginal references will direct 
your lordship. But to one of those proofs they may now not unprofit- 
ably make particular reference, seeing that the ‘‘ Despatch” or letter 
before them contains a broad, although unsupported, assertion, that 
the increase of gambling at Hong Kong in time past was not due to 
rod eet in the law, or any supinenesas on the part of the local au- 

orities. 

15. The despatch of Governor Sir Hercules Robinson, of the 16th 
December, 1861 (transmitting a copy of the minutes of that inquiry 
into the conduct of the Registrar-General of Hong Kong and ‘ Pro- 
tector-General of Chinese,” Mr. Caldwell, J.P., which had then re- 
cently ended in the conviction and dismissal of that magistrate), is 
the document to which your memorialists refer. If, as has been stated, 
the grant of the Gambling Houses’ Farm hag been in any way nego- 
tiated or conducted with or through that person, the document acquirea 
a new and painful interest in its bearings on this case. But it has, in 
any case, an importance of its own; for it clearly proves, not only the 
non-execution of the ordinances of Hong Kong and the other laws 
against gambling, but also the connivance of the one particular 
subordinate to whom the Government would naturally have looked 
for the practical fulfilment of their own duty in that respect. The 
paragraphs above cited in the margin show what, in Governor Sir Her- 
cules Robinson's judgment, had been ascertained by the Commission of 
Inquiry on the following points. 

16. Mr. Caldwell and a Chinaman, one Machow Wong, were, from a 

riod very soon after the beginning of the colony, two of its inha- 

itants. They were partners in piratical ships and other disreputable 
adventures. Mr. Caldwell had placed his great influence and power, 
asa principal subordinate of Government, at his partner's disposal. 
This lasted until the latter was convicted of piracy, and transported, 
in September, 1857. Mr. Caldwell himself retained all his power, as 
sole magistrate or ‘‘ Protector-General”’ of the Chinese, until Sept. 24, 
1861, when he was diamissed from all his offices upon proof of his 
above-stated connection with Machow Wong. During the whole of the 
time of their partnership ‘‘ pirates and other ruffians resorting to the 
island ” were “ provided with professional assistance when charged with 
offences against the law,’ “complainants or witnesses were intimi- 
dated ,” and ‘‘ the great influence” which the Chinese confederate pos- 
sessed through the English confederate was go exercised as “ frequently 
to obstruct or prevent the course of justice.” In addition to these in- 
stances of the guilty practices of Machow Wong, his Excellency parti- 
cularly describes him as ‘‘an extortioner, @ recipient of bribes FRoM 
GAMBLING HOUSES, a confederate of pirates, and a receiver of stolen 
goods,” and adds that ‘ Chinese of standing and property would not ap- 
pear against him, as they said they were in terror of their lives on ac- 
count of him.” 

17. This striking illuatration of the rest of the evidence on that part 
of the case will be better appreciated if your memorialists remind your 
Lordship that only four years bad elapsed from Mr. Caldwell’s fall when 
the first draft of the gambling-houses ordinance was laid before the 
Legislative Council, and that the only ordinance then in force for the 
professed prevention of the crime of gambling was the original ordi- 
nance of 1844, whose lamentable defecta and errors had always been 
notorious. 

18. Your memorialiste most respectfully request. your Lordship to 
take both their memorials into your consideration, and to allow them 
the honour of an interview with your Lordship, for the purpose of ex- 
plaining and enforcing their statements and complaints.

Earl Granville replied to this by the following note, explaining the 
suppression of the former Memorial, and appointing a time to receive 
a deputation :— 

‘*Downing-street, February 4, 1869. 

‘*Sir,—I am directed by Earl Granville to acknowledge the receipt 
of your letter of the 14th January, and of the Memorial from the Na- 
tional Association for the Promotion of Social Science, on the subject 
of Licensed Gambliny in Hong Kong, and of the anawer by Sir R. Mac- 
Donnell toa former memorial on the same subject, which has obtained 
publicity in an English newspaper,* but which has not been commu- 
nicated to you. 

“JT am to inform you that the Governors answer to the Association 
was forwarded to the Duke of Buckingham, with the expression of a 
hope that his Grace would not object to its being sent to its desti- 
nation. 

‘His Grace, however, did not think it proper that it should be for- 
warded, considering that, although the Governor might properly de- 
fend himeclf and his Government from accusations made officially or 
in Parliament, it was hardly necessary to do so in the case of addressea 
of a private society, and a communication was made to that effect to 
the Governor. Lord Granville regreta that the Governor’s letter should 
have been published, and considers it by no means desirable that a 
Secretary of State should take part in the discussions to which it ap- 
pears to be leading. 

“While, however, Lord Granville is wholly averse from useless 
controversy, he is fally alive to the importance of the question with 
which Sir R. MacDonnell has had to deal and to which the committee 
refer. That subject has already received, and will continue to receive, 
his most anxious consideration. 

‘« As Sir R. MacDonnell's reply has obtained publicity he feels no 
difficulty in now forwarding to you the copy originally intended for the 
National Association by him. 
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‘*T am to add that if a deputation from the Association should wish 
to see Lord Granville, he will be happy to receive the members on 
Saturday next, at one o'clock. 

** And any person who may choose to call at this office on behalf of 
the Society will be allowed to copy the letters referred to in your com~

On Tuesday, the 9th instant, to which day the’ reception of the 
deputation had been postponed by the Secretary of State, the follow- 
ing gentlemen, introduced by Mr. Chisholm Anstey, were received by 
Earl Granville, K.G., at the Colonial Office: — Dr. Aldis, Mr. Ed- 


gar, Mr. Frederic Hill, Mr. Crustnarao Pandoorong, and Mr. Pears 
Mr. Murrow, late of Hong Kong, was also present, and Colonel Sykes, 
M.P., and the Hon. Arthur Kinnaird, M.P., two vice-presidents of 
the Association, entered the room after the proceedings had commenced. 

After thanking his Lordship for the above reply to their second Me- 
morial, Mr. C. ANsTEY stated the case against the two Hong Kong 
Government farms, of opium smoking-houses, and gambling-housea, 
to which the two memorials of the Association (that of last year 
addressed to the Duke of Buckingham and Chandos, and that of last 
month, both printed in this journal) referred. He commented at 
large upon the few points raised by the now no longer apocryphal “ des- 
patch” of October 20th last, to the address of the secretary of this 
Association, andfshowed from documentary and even official proof the 
entire inaccuracy of every one of its material statements, and the en- 
tire unsoundness of every one of its rclevant objections to their case. 
D pes the whole, he submitted that the following points were fully es- 
tablished :—That the project was originally one for raising local revenue 
in relief of the old Parliamentary grant; that it had been repeatedly 
scouted by former Secretaries of State; that the laws of China against 
gambling (which, under actual ordinances were quite capable of being 
applied in Hong Kong) had never been applied there, although they 
were quite sufficient for its repression, and had so been found in China 
(of which Mr. Anstey mentioned many instances); that the only way 
to enforce any laws against gambling-houses was by enforcing the 
Chinese laws of collective and mutual responsibility by means of the 
tithing (Kea or Kép), and the hundred (Pdow) institutions which 
had been expressly recognised by the Hong Kong Legislature in Ordi- 
nances, passed in 1844-1857, but never put into execution; that the 
only local ordinance against gambling-houses had been found to be so 
ill-penned as to be inoperative ; that the Hong Kong Government had 
never proposed to amend that ordinance ; that it had never brought into 
play the criminal laws of England against gambling, although all those 
laws were in full validity within Hong Kong ; thatthe only reason which 
could be suggested for those omissions on the part of that Government 
was the notorious fact that for many years certain persons were carry- 
ing on the endeavours already alluded to for obtaining Imperial sanc- 
tion here to the legalisation of gambling, in order to convert it into a 
profitable Government farm (in which intrigues the go-between was 
always Mr. Caldwell) ; that it was untrue to state that the Hong Kong 
Government.had exhausted penal means of repression, which was the 
main palliation now attempted for their having recently legalised 
under pretence of regulating it; and, lastly, that whilst some vicious 
practices might be said to be susceptible of regulation, gambling was 
the one vice of which that could eat be said, nor was it even pretended, 
in the present instance, to regulate it at all, not even so far as to de- 
fine the amount to be lost at one sitting. He referred also to the re- 
solution of the Hong Kong Chamber of Commerce, of 1868, and the 
specches of its chairman, Mr. Ryrie (member of the Legislative Coun- 
cil), and others of that Chamber, to the addresses of the local clergy 
and to other authorities, all condemnatory of the late Ordinance, and 
certifying the nearly unanimous opinions of all respectable Chinese to 
the same effect. 

Earl Gganvitue here interposing said: You are preaching, I may 
almost say, to aconvert. I go quite with your able statement of 
the mischief, and I quite sympathise with everything that you have 
said against the fitness of raising a revenue in this way. I have not 
yet communicated my decision to Hong Kong. But I may say this 
much, that whatever that may hereafter be, I cannot approve of these 
proceeds of the gambling-house farm being treated as colonial revenue, 
or applicable to colonial purposes. Whether it may be employed spe- 
cifically in defraying the charges of measures to suppress gambling, or 
in some analogous way to that, if we are to receive it at all, I shall have 
to consider if I detcrmine to allow that experiment to continue. But 
what I should like to know from the deputation is, whether there is 
any practical way to the direct suppression in Hong Kong, by penal 
means, of the practice. Our authorities there say that they have ex- 
hansted all those means and failed. You have offered reasons for con- 
tradicting that statement, and even for asserting that down to the 
introduction of this gambling farm no real attempt to suppress gam- 
bling had been made. This creates a difficulty in the way of my re- 
versing at once what has been done. It is truc that there is now the 
advantage of a new Government being called upon to consider the 
matter, but then without a few months’ consideration one ought not 
to reverse what may have been done already. I should like to look at 
the practical queation of the way to put down gambling, if there be 
any way to do it. 

Mr. Ansrry briefly restated what he had said, aud referred again to 
the authorities on that point. He also submitted that the very next 
preceding Ordinance of 1866 to the Gambling Farm Ordinance was 
one relating to Registration. By that Ordinance the long neglected 
Chinese Law of Responsibility was, at length, ordered to be carried 
into effect (although very imperfectly no doubt). One year's trial of 
that Ordinance had enabled the present Registrar-General to report 
that this portion of ithad proved to be very popular and efficacious, 
and in particular, that it had been found of “ material” efficacy in eup- 
preasing ‘“‘ Public Gambling Houses.” 

Colonel Syxes, M.P.: And now all theae Hoensed ones will cecape 
from that. 
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r. Anstey assented. He proceeded to read from the report, and 
also from the Governor's despatch of Oct. 29, 1867, approving of that 
portion of it. 

Earl GRranviLue having asked for some of those references, Mr. An- 
atey offered to place all his own notes in his lordship’s hands, and it 
was accordingly done. 

Colonel Sy«ezs, after referring to his long personal experience of the 
coasts of China, a country with which he was even now in “‘ fortnightly 





correspondence,” bore testimony of the accuracy of one important | 


statement made by Mr. C. Anstey, as the reault of his official experi- 
ence at Hong Kong, viz., that opium shopkeeping, gambling and 
piracy went hand-in-hand, and belonged everywhere to one establish- 
ment ‘He was satisfied that to regulate Chinese gambling-houses is im- 
possible. ‘The only way is to be firm and put them down with the 
strong arm of the law. 

Mr. Moursow confirmed another statement—viz., as to the persist- 
ence and success of the Chinese Government in putting Chinese laws 
against gambling-houses into effect. It was true that in the troubled 
times of 1865, at Canton, the Viceroy there for that one year only dis- 
pensed with those laws in favour of a particular locality ; that is to say, 
the lanes in the immediate purlieus of the two worst gaols of that city ; 
but there was a characteristic irony in the exemption ; it had expired, 
and gambling at Canton was crushed. 

The Hon. A. Krnnarep, M.P.: We must not intrade any longer 
upon your lordship’s valuable time, but I cannot help saying that the 
people here at home feel keenly upon this subject. 

Earl GranvILLE courteously thanked the deputation, and they took 
their leave. 


Foreign FIrclligence 


NORTH GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hawosvre, Feb. 14, 
From the returns of the navigation of Bremen that have just been 
published, it appears that the total number of vessels that arrived in 
the Weser last year was 3,182, with a tonnage of 168,900 lasts, of 2 tons 
to a last, against 3,108 vessels of 449,378 lasts in 1867. The departures 
were 3,277 vessels of 465,258 lasts in 1868, against 3,478 vessels of 
471,394 lasts in 1867. The trade with the Far East has increased 
more than 50 per cent., for among the arrivals were 113 vessels with 
46,544 lastain 1868, against only 72 of 30,850 lasts in the previous year. 
Of the arrivals in 1868, 13 vessels of 5,457 laste came from the British 


East Indies, 17 vessels of 6,595 lasta from the French East Indies, 53° 


veasela with 25,546 lasts from ports of Burmah, 16 vessels with 4,980 
lasts from Siam, 5 vessels with 2,388 lasts from Netherlands India, 5 
vessels with $98 lasts from China, and the remainder from the Sandwich 
Islands and other groups in the Pacific. 

Messrs. Breitkopf and Haertel, of Leipzig, the oldest house in the 
German publishing trade, and well known as extensive musicsellers, 
eslebrated’ last week the 150th anniversary of their establishment. 
They were the first publishers of the music of Mozart, Beethoven, 
Handel, Gluck, Haydn, and many other classical composers of the last 
century. 

Hert Annecke, Consul in Japan for the North German Confederation, 
who has been for some months in Germany on leave of absence, left 
Berlin last week to return to his post in the Far East. 


COMMERCIAL. 


Cagsia Lignea continues in favour, and 6,000 chests were sold this 
week at 134 ach. beo. per lb. There is also a good demand for Pepper, 
and higher prices are willingly given. Among the sales by importers 
were 1,800 bags of black Singapore, which realised 44 sch. bco., and no 
more is to be had at that figure. In Teas there is no alteration to 
noticein prices. The sales of the week comprised 800 chests of common 
Congou, 130 do. of middling Pecco, and 400 do. of Canton-made Impe- 
rial and Gunpowder. There is a decided improvement both in the 
demand and the value of Spelter, the sales amounting to 18,000 cent- 
ners, of which 5,000 for spring delivery at 13.10, 1.000 in loco at 
13.114, 1,000 for spring at 13.12, 5,000 for ditto at 13.14, and 6,000 
at 14 marks bco., at which last figure there are buyers ; but none is to 
be had now under 14.2, and the market closes firmly. Discount, 84 
to 4 per cent.

The prevailing topic of discussion in our ‘papers at present is the 
Bill by which the Cabinet proposes to assist the Netherlands 
India Railway Company. The original contract between that com- 
pany and the State stipulated that the Government should guarantee 
an interest of 4} per cent. fora period of thirty-three years upon a 
capital of fourteen millions of guilders. This capital, however, proves 
to be insufficient, and the company desires to raise a further sum of 
three million guilders. Of course the Conservative journals oppose this 
Bill, which, however, is defended with great tact by the Liberal papers, 
and notwithstanding that the Conservatives will do all they can 
against it, it is most probable that the measure will be carried, perhaps 
with more or less important alterations,

rant, has created much senaation, and according to several letters pub- 
lished by our local papers the shareholders are of opinion that no 
director should be appointed until a total reorganisation of the statutes 
is effected. A general meeting will take place next month.

At this meeting the following re- 
solution was pro d:—“ That the thanks of this meeting be given 
to Mr. Alfred Fryer, of the firm of Fryer, Benson, and Forster, of Man- 
chester, for the interesting and important information given by him 
this evening, with respect to the nature and working of the apparatus 
invented and patented by him, and called ‘‘ Fryer's concretor.” Fur- 
ther it was resolved :—‘‘ That, should it appear expedient and desirable 
that the said ‘concretor’ be introduced and applied to the manufacture 
of sugar in the Dutch East and West Indian Colonies, it is, in the 
opinion of this meeting, desirable that any impediments which may 
exist against auch introduction and application be removed without de- 
lay.”

THE CHINESE MISSION. 

The New York Herald has some more jubilant comments on Mr 
Burlinghame’s grand ‘‘ success” in Europe :— 

“The Chinese Mission to America and Helps is one of the liveliest 
of the many lively questions of the hour. hen it became knewn 
that an American was to be the chief of that Embaasy, not only to his 
own country but to all the Courts of Europe, Europe and America were 
equally astonished. Why should it be so? No one could answer. The 
European journals were tickled and tried to laugh. Some miserable 
American journals poohpoohed the affair, and called it a party move, 
Not a little dudgeon was called forth on both continents. Mr. Bur- 
linghame and his Chinese friends came here and conquered. Mr. Bur- 
linghame and his friends went to London and conquered. The parti- 
gan journals on this side remained doubtful. The European journals 
were atill stubborn and a little cold. The Herald alone, seeing the 
result at a far distance, never doubted. When all the American jour- 
nals were cold and unkindly the Herald predicted European success. 
We did so because we knew that a new era had come—an era in love 
with truth and justice. The London success did not convince doubters. 
The Herald said that Mr. Burlinghame’s success in London implied 
success all over Europe, and that the Courts of Paris, of Vienna, of 
Berlin, of St. Petersburg, would follow the example of the Court of 
St. James. The result has proved that we wereright. Mr. Burlinghame 
and his friends have gone to Paris, and the kindness shown them by 
the Emperor and his Minister has been quite equal to the kindness 
shown them in America and in London. So will it be until the end. 
All over Europe the new diplomacy will be acknowledged and encou- 
raged. The Emperor Napolcon, who knows the modern world better 
than most men now living—pity he cannot live always—could not deny 
himself the little joke that it was funny to find the youngest nation 
pleading for the oldest ; but the allusion seems to have been so deli- 
cate that we can only say it was pregnant with compliment rather than 
with jealousy. It is pleasant to think that China is to be admitted to 
the family of civilised nations, but the pleasure is increased by a know- 
ledge of the fact that the initiation of this great reform ia due to the 
United States. The Burlinghame mission at Washington, in London, 
in Paris, only proves that the era is new and that a new policy is ne- 
cessary.” 








THE TREATY WITH CHINA. 

A despatch, dated Washington, Jan. 12, says :—In compliance with 
the requirements of the Act of June 22, 1860, to carry into effect the 
provisions of the treaties with China and certain other Oriental nations, 
the President transmitted to Congress a copy of eight rules agreed upon 
between the Chinese Imperial Government and the Minister of the 
United States, and those of other foreign Powers accredited to that Go- 
vernment, for conducting the proceedings of the joint tribunal in cases 
of confiscation and fines for breaches of revenue laws of that Empire. 
The rules provide for an adjudication of such cases in firat instance 
by a board consisting of the American Consul and the Chinese Com- 
missioners of Customs and the Chinese Superintendent of Customs. 
An appeal in certain cases may be taken to the higher authorities of 
both nations at Peking, and the proceedings, character of proof, &c., 
are regulated with great minuteness of detail. An accompanying 
letter from the Secretary of State to J. Ross Browne, American Mi- 
nister to China, communicates the President's assent to the rules, and 
commends the diligence and ability with which Mr. Williams, oar 
Chargé de Affairs, ad interim, has Hae ip securing the adoption of

THE BURLINGHAME MISSION AND ITS RESULTS. 
(NEW YORK HERALD.) 

Perhaps the most significant sign of the times, marking the conclu- 
sion of one historic epoch and the beginning of another, is the late 
reception of the Chinese Embassy at the Court of France. Young Ame- 
rica, all sinew and elasticity, takes the aged father of nations by the 
hand, and, leading himfeastward, shows him firat the United States 
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then England, then France. ‘‘These are the product of the world’s 
movement westward,” muses the old man. ‘'!] gent them on their 
journey to greatness thousands of years ago, while I, full upon the 

astern confine of the then known world, felt nothing from the con- 
stant impulse of Western civilisation except its drainage power. Now 
it has made the circuit of the earth, and spurs Eastern Asia to new 
and extraordinary action.” 4 

A dim perception of all this must have flashed upon the Emperor 
Napoleon as he received the Burlinghame mission the other day—a 
shadow that told him that Asia and the United States were on the 
point of banding interests, and that for the future we are entrusted 
with the commercial destinies of China and Japan. Heretofore 
France, England and the whole Atlantic seacoast of Europe have been 
the great centres of the India trade. They were made go by the 
voyages of Columbus, Vasco de Gama, and Magellan. Before the 

eriod of their commercial supremacy they received their Indian trade 

m the Eastern Mediterranean, across the immense deserts of Syria, 
Arabia, and the Persian Empire. Pheenicia grew dictatorial under 
the influence of this commerce. Carthage, Rome and Venice 
followed. But it was a commerce which clung to Asia through 
long lines of laden camels. The trade was in the rarest of 
Indjan products; and in Europe it required the labour of many 
men to supply a single want of one fellow being. So the world 
slowly dragged along, and not until more than four thousand years 
after Syria launched her ships did Western Europe cut loose from its 
base and try to reach India by striking westward. A continent inter- 
vened three thousand five hundred miles in width; but Europe saw 
the Indian prize beyond, and set to the gigantic work of bridging it. 
Population poured in upon our soil, and the bone and sinew of the 
Old World made America a gigantic workshop, as if in preparation 
for the trade of a thousand millions of the human race which are 
now roused from their Asiatic lethargy by the echoes of our civilisa- 
tion. Railroad, telegraph, steamboat, and every modern appliance 
have trained our energies to the task of preparing for this great India 
commerce. We preas westward; but China, active under the coming 
storm of progress, moves eastward to meet us. Upon our soil, Ire- 
land, the most western people of Europe, is advancing, spade in hand, 
towards the Pacific Ocean, while eastward, from San Francisco, twenty 
thousand Chinese labourers are creeping up the slope of the Rocky 
Mountains to connect the Old with the New, and complete for civi- 
lisation the orbit necessary to make the population of the world homo- 

eneous. 

8 Europe may well feel the pressure, but she must obey the impulse. 
Haugland, great in the glory of her Indian conquests, enriched by a 
ecommerce which at home has made her a vast manufactory and abroad 
has given her the control of the ocean, must bow to a progress which 
she herself set on foot, and which she must recognise as holding a 
power great in proportion to our geographical position when compared 
to her own. France, whose sweeping intellect can almost compensate 
for lack of geographical advantage, must also bend to the fact that we 
are the centre of the world's trade. France was the master mason at 
the laying of the corner stone of our nationality. We have never for- 
gotten it, and our highways to Eastern Asia are her transits also. 
“Come and share with us what we have”’ is the key-note of our great- 
ness ; and it is for this we applaud the liberal treaties which China is 
making with maritime Europe. 

When we commenced the development of all our vast territory by 
our railway system the efforts made were local and imperfect. The 
lines were affected by petty interests, by rivalries and jealousies. They 
had very little bearing upon the question of great through routes and 
comprehensive principles. Up to 1861 we went on with our systema, 
discovering that the greatest embarrassment proceeded from State 
boundary lines. Slowly we are emerging from this narrowness of 
national development. Our railway kings now take the map of North 
America and draw bold lines across it. England does the same, 
and thereby compliments our future. We find that we cannot deal 
with this great palpitating progress without blotting out the narrow 
and the local to give place to plans proportioned to the demands 
of the age upon us. Short railroad lines are fast disappearing, and 
great through lines, under a single and cheaper management, take 
their places. To-day a great mania exists to reach the Pacific, and 
West and South-west our map is covered with projected routes to 
San Francisco, to Quaymas, to Mazatlan and San Blas. Irrespective 
of nationality we aweep across Mexico, and she, dead to modern pro- 
gress, is of as little account as a feather in the track of a whirlwind. 

All this impulse receives more or less force from the growing cordial 
relations which exist between us and Eastern Asia. When the last 
rail is laid upon the Pacific Railroad the world will no longer have a 
frontier. Besides all this; however, we muat own Pacific telegraph 
lines; for we must talk daily with this great Chinese and Japanese 
people, with whom we are to be so intimately connected and upon 
whom depends so much of our future greatness. Asia in this century 
is to receive an impulse from the two youngest of the great nations, 
Rugsia and the United States—the former steadily marching south- 
east and the latter pressing already upon the shores of China and 
Japan.

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NEW YORK TEA MARKET. 


The following is from Messrs. Beebe’s Circular, dated Jan. 15 :— 
The new year opens with a decided increase’in the demand for tea, 
and business during the past fortnight has been quite large. No 
great change has occurred in values, but the inquiry has been freely 
met by holders, and sales from first hands foot up 3,600 half-chests 
Green, 15,000 half-chests Japan, 25,000 half-chests Oolong, and 800 
half-chests Souchong. Of these the Greens are nearly all from receipts 
via San Francisco, and realised very full prices as compared with pre- 
vious shipments by the same route. The sales of Oolong include 5,200 
half-chests new crop from Foochow, and 7,800 do. from Amoy, ex 
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Samuel Russell, and 11,000 half-chests old Amoy, mainly of fair to 
good cargo grades. These last show an advance of Ic. to 2c. on prices 
obtainable for such goods last month. Of Japans, the sales noted are 
chiefly from the cargoes of new crop ex Parmenio and Italy. At the 
close the market rules firm, with a fair demand at our quotations for 
most descriptions. We note the arrival of the Samuel Russell, from 
ay and Foochew; Italy, Parmenio, and Benefactress from Yoko- 
ama. 

The following report, issued by Messrs. Beebe, is dated 28th ult. : 
—‘‘Since our report of the 15th inst. considerable buainess has 
been done in the various descriptions of Tea, and the market closes 
firm for Greens, at quotations of that date. For Japans there is rather 
leas inquiry, and some concession in prices would be necessary to 
effect further large sales at the moment. In Oolongs the businesa hag 
been confined almost wholly to old crop goods, at figures showing some 
decline upon prices realised early in the month. Sales reported from 
firat hands during the fortnight are 12,200 half.chests Green (including 
3,800 to arrive), 11,500 half-cheats Japan, 9,700 half-chests Oolong, 
3,300 half-chests Souchong, and 500 half-chests Powchong. Of the 
Japans 4,500 packages were taken for export to Uanada. We note the 
arrival of the Yokohama, from Yokohama, Asphodel, from Shanghai, 
Havelock and Camilla, from Foochow, at this port, and Tientsin, from 
Foochow, at Boston.”

This case, which arose out of the bankruptcy of Lyall, Still, and Co., 
was of considerable mercantile importance, and occupied the Judicial 
Committee for two entire days. Lord Chelmsford, in intimating that 
the Committee would reserve their judgment, took occasion to com- 
pliment in very high terms the legal gentlemen on both sides for the 
very able manner in which the case had been argued. 


The appeal was against the judgment of the Supreme Court of Hong 
Kong, refusing a rule to set aside a verdict obtained by the respond- 
ents, and to enter a nonsuit, or for a new trial, on various grounds, but 
chiefly on the grounds that certain goods consigned to Lyall, Still, and 
Co., and shipped on board the Min, had been stopped in transitu by 
the unpaid Manchester vendors, and that the respondents were not 
holders of the bills of lading of such goods for valuable consideration, 
without notice go as to defeat the right to stop tn transitu. 


The facts as stated were these. The appellants are the owners of the 
ship Afin, and the respondents are the Comptoir d'Escompte de Paris 
and the Chartered Bank of India, Australia, and China. In the latter 
end of the year 1266 the London house of Lyall. Still, and Co. pur- 
chased goods of Messrs. Liebert and Co., Mr. S. Mendel, and Messrs. 
Calvert and Co., all of Manchester, for the purpose of shipment to 
their house in China. Liebert’s and Mendcl’s goods were subject to 
certain special arrangements which appeared at the headings of the 
invoices, but were not in any way adverted to on the bills of lading. 
The goods were sent from Manchester to London in Nov., 1866, re- 
ceived there by Messrs. Killick and Martin as agents for Lyall and 
Still, of London, who made out the bills of lading, put the goods on 
board the Jin, and handed the bills of lading, whe had never been 
seen by the Manchester vendors, to Lyall and Still. Lyall and Still 
re-invoiced the goods to their China house, adding their own charges, 
and sent a telegram to China advising the shipment of goods by the 
Ain, but not saying what goods or from whom purchased ; and in due 
course of mail sent forward the bills of lading, which were in the usual 
form deliverable to Lyall, Still, and Co., or their assigns. 


In December, 1866, before any notice arrived in China of the ship- 
ment of the goods, the China house got large sums of money from the 
Hong Kong managers of the respondents, on the promise that they 
should be furnished with documentary bills in time to send by the 
next home-going mail; but Lyall, Still and Co. failed to furnish them,

the banks ultimately, in order to secure themselves (as Lyall and Still, 
having refused acceptances to the amount of $150,000, were evidently 
unsafe), took an assignment on the 22nd of December of various secu-

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stopped in trangitu, and the master refusing to deliver them to the 
yespondents in exchange for the bill of lading, an action of trover was 
brought in the Supreme Court of Hong Kong against the owners of 
the Afin, and a verdict for the value of the gaode with costs was ab- 
tained by the respondents. The judge having refused to set aside the 
verdict the present appeal was brought. 

The appellants contended that the transitus of the goods did not 
terminate until the Min arrived in Hong Kong, and that the respond- 
ents, knowing absolutely of the insolvency of Lyall, Still, and Co., and 
inferentially that the goods were unpaid for, were not bona fide holders 
of the billu of lading fora valuable consideration without notice, which 
they must have been to defeat the stoppage in transitu. The appellants 
also contended that the assignment to the respondents was of that 
sweeping character that, if it operated to pass any interest in the bills 
of lading at all, which was disputed, would only pasa such interest 
as Lyall, Still, and Co. themselves had, and that the respondents took 
them aubject to all the equities affecting them. 

The respondents rested upon the yerdict in the Court below, the 
jury having found, after an adverse summing up, that the respondents 
were bona fide holders without notice, and they contended that a gene- 
ral knowledge of insolvency to be inferred from dishonouring bills was 
not in iteelf sufficient to displace their title, bat that knowledge of in- 
solvency, of the goods being unpaid for, and of the vendors being in a 
condition to stop, must combine to make such a notice as would de- 
feat the respondents’ title. They had the legal right and an equity as 
good as that of the unpaid yendors. 

A case of Virtue v. Jewell, 4 Camp. 31, deciding that knowledge of 
insolvency alone was sufficient, was adverted to and commented on by 
their lordsbips, and Lord Chelmsford suggested a doubt whether g bill 
of lading could be assigned for an antecedent debt.—Judgment reserved.

COURT OF ADMIRALTY.—Fss. 17. 
HE PROCEEDS OF THE GARGO EX “ ELLEN RODGER.” 

This was a cause of salvage instituted on behalf of the owners, 
master, and crew of the ship Albuera against the proceeds of the sale 
of a portion of the cargo, tackle, stores, &c., of the late ship Bilen 
Rodger, and against the owners of that ship and her cargo intervening. 
The money, amounting to £3,155, had been brought into Court. 

Mr. E. O. Clarkson were for the salvors; Mr. Butt, Q.C., appeared 
for the owners of the Ellen Rodger and her cargo. 

Two preliminary points of some importance arose. The salvora had 
filed their petition, setting out the facts which gave rise to their claim, 
to which the owners of the Ellen Rodger did not put in any answer, 


although they had appeared to the suit ; the ealvors, then, by leave of 


the Court, concluded the pleadings. Afterwards the owners of the 
cargo salved also appeared. Under these circumstances it was contended 
that all the allegations of the petition were admitted, and that it was 
unnecessary to call evidence on the part of the salvors, and cases were 
cited in support of this proposition. 

‘The Court, however, held that asin all the cases cited the defendants 
had pleaded, and had either in their pleadings assumed the truth of the 

laintiff's statements or denied some of them, from which it might be 
inferred that they admitted the rest, this case was distinguishable, and 
that the salvors must prove their case. 

A witness was then called on their behalf and examined, but upon 
counsel for the ship and cargo proposing to cross-examine him, the ob- 
jection was taken that as the owners of the Hl/en Rodger and her cargo 

d not pleaded they could not take any part by counsel in the hearing 
of the uit. 

The Court held the objection was good, and that a party who has not 
pleaded cannot be allowed to cross-examine witnesses or to be heard 
opon the merits. 

There being, however, particular circumatances in this case, an 
arrangement was come to between the parties in order to save the ex- 

nec of an adjournment, which was offered by the Court, and counsel 

or the ship and cargo addressed the Court by consent of the other 
pide. The' facts of the case were simple. The Albuera, a ship of 
774 tons, bound from London for Shanghai, with a valuable cargo, on 
the 2nd of October, 1866, while sailing through Gaspar Straits, sighted 
the Elen Rodger, » homeward bound tea ship, ashore on the Belvidere 
shoal and abandoned. Finding it impossible to save the Ellen Rodger 
herself, the master and the crew of the Albuera brought off from her 
1,477 chests of tea, and a lot of sails and stores. The salvage ser- 
vices occupied five days, and were attended with considerable labour, 
as the Alhuera dared not approach within a mile and a half or two 
miles of the wreck, and her boats had to carry everything saved from 
one ship to the other under a tropical sun. The tea and stores were 
taken to Shanghai and there sold, and the proceeds remitted to England. 

The Court awarded £1,200 salvage, of which it allotted £400 to the 
owners of the Albuera, £200 to her master, and £600 to the crew 
according to their ratings.

China trade improves, and of an ultimate advantage by the gra- 
dual resale of the properties at a price exceeding the present cost- 


The Master of the Rolls has sanctioned the sale of the properties 
by the official liquidator of the Commercial Bank, but the sub- 


scriptions to the trust fund of £100,000 are meantime limited to 
the shareholders and creditors of the above bank. Creditors can 
authorise the liquidator to retain their subscriptions out of the 
next dividend declared, thus avoiding cash payment. The follow- 
ing gentlemen act as a committee for carrying out the arrange- 
ment, viz.:—Mr. Reuben Sassoon, Mr. John Pares Bickersteth, 
Mr, John Campbell, Mr. William Henry Vacher, Mr. Frederick 
Chapman, and Mr. John Andrew Baumbach ; any three to form a 
quorum. This measure will greatly assist the liquidation of the 
Commercial Bank and the proposed compromise of 17s. in the 
pound. 

Telegrams from Hong Kong announce that a half-year’s divi- 
dend of the Hong Kong and Shanghai Banking Corporation for 
the six months ending 3lst December is at the rate of 12 per 
cent., that 200,000 dollars are added to the reserve fund, and the 
balance of profits carried forward to the new year. ; 

Since the issue of a notice in December last on the subject of 
mails for Ohinaand Japan via San Francisco, information has been 
received from the United States’ Post-office that letters intended 
to be sent to Japan or China by the United States’ monthly mail 
packet from San Francisco will probably be in time if they are 
posted in this country so as to arrive in New York not later than 
the 22nd of each month. 

According to a circular of Mr. F. M. Page, the specie shipments 
to the East, via Alexandria, amounted last year to £10,189,904, 
against only £3,659,154 in 1867, which wag the smallest shipment 
known for many years past. The highest total ever attained was 
in 1864, when in consequence of the cessation of the American 
cotton supply it reached £24,318,189. For 1868 the total ship- 
ments to China and Japan reached £826,431, and to the Straits 
£306,868, these two amounts showing an jncrease of about a 
quarter of a million against the preceding year. 

The small amount of bar silver brought by the last West India 
steamer has been disposed of at 603d. per ox., a decline of 4d. from 
the rate obtained for that by the previous packet. Inthe interval 
a very large business has been transacted at 60d. to 6ld.; but 
the demand for India has decidedly slackened within the last few 
days. 

The amount of bullion by the P. and OQ. Company’s steamer 
Maassilia, from Southampton on the 6th inst., was, in gold, to Galle, 
£2,934; to Bombay, £13,900; to Madras, £1,195 ; in silver, to 
Bombay, £82,000 ; to Madras, £2,000; to Hong Kong, £25,688 ; 
total in gold, £16,029 ; in silver, £109,688. 

It is notified that the firm of Malcolm, Hudson, and Stitt, of 
London and Yokohama, is dissolved by the retirement of Mr. J. 
8. Stitt, and that the business will be continued at both places by 
the remaining partners, under the style of Malcolm, Hudson, 
and Co. 

The retirement of Mr. Edwin H. How from the firm of E. H. 
How and (o., of Foochow, is also announced ; the business is now 
amalgamated with that of Mr. R. R. Westall, under the style or 
firm of Westall, Galton, and Co. 

Acircular issued in New York, under date Jan. }, announces 
that the late business of Messrs. Westray, Gibbes and Hardcast!o 
will be continued henceforth by Mr. Fictcher Westray and Mr. 
Alfred H. Gibbes, under the firm of Westray and Gibbes. 

Mr. Thomas B. Green has issued a circular, dated from the 
Lombard Exchange and News-room, announcing that he has com- 
menced business as a public tea-inspector, and is prepared to 
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examine and report on parcels of tea at a uniform charge per 
hundred packages. Mr. Green believes that the want of an inde- 
pendent inspector is frequently felt—for instance, when heavy 
simultaneous arrivals overtax the resources of brokers, and in 
cases where claims or disputes arise, to decide which a reference 
to a competent and impartial inspector must certainly be valuable,

THE TEA DUTIES. 

The following letter on the tea duties has appeared in the Daily 
News :— 

Sm, —I am py ag that none of your statistical correspondents 
have drawn attention to the extraordinary development of trade, and 
to the great gain to the public that has followed the repeated reduc- 
tions that have been made by the Legislature on the tea duties. Per- 
mit me to do it in a popular form, and your readers can judge how 
much they, or rather their poorer neighbours, the labouring classes, 
have gained by these beneficial changes. In 1852, the last year of 
the 2s. 2}d. per lb. duty, the consumption of the United Kingdom was 
54,713,024lbs., yielding to the revenue £5,984,172. In 1868, with a 
duty of 6d. per Ib., the consumption had increased to 106, 250,000Ibs., 
yielding £2,656,250; this shows an annual loss to the revenue of 
£3,327,922, but the gain to the public has been much greater. I 
dare not say that the consumption, with a 2a, 24d. per lb. duty would 
now have been 106,000,000Ibs., but taking the natural increase, which 
averaged 1,500,000lbs. a year during the twelve years that it re- 
mained at that duty, we should have had in 1868 a consumption of 
78,000, 000Ihs., yielding, at 2a. 23d. per lb., £8,531.250 ; deduct from 
this the actual amount paid, £2,656,250, the result will be £6, 168,750. 
Add to this the profit taken by the retailer on his outlay for duty, 
which is certainly not less than 5 per cent., we have £6,527,032, or 
nearly double the loss to the revenue as the annual gain to the public. 
I rather think the reduction of the tea duties was first submitted to 
Parliament by Mr. Disraeli in 1852. It was left, however, to his suc- 
cesgor to begin the good work and to propound a scheme, which he 
ultimately carried out, for their gradual reduction to 1s. perlb. At 
that figure the public and the trade seemed satisfied. To their sur- 
prise, in 1865 Mr. Gladstone, with great boldness and a true appre- 
ciation of the public good, reduced them to 6d. per lb. The annual 
gain to the public of £2,250,000 by that atep is entirely due to him; 
and I dare say he will not grudge Mr. Disraeli his share of the credit 
for the earlier reductions. How does a large and important consti- 
tuency in South-West Lancashire reward such services when the person 
who rendered them seeks another opportunity of still further benefiting 
his country? In your columns last week it was stated that the expenses 
of the defeated candidates for that constituency were £11,800; so that 
the man who has been instrumental in saving to the public about 
£6,000,000 annually is mulcted in the sum of £6,000 because he very 
naturally desired to represent his native county in Parliament. Can 
we wonder at the Chinese calling us barbarians when we so treat the 
public man of whom they hear most, and who, benefiting his own 
country in this matter of the tea duties, has equally benefited theirs ?—

BULLION AND SPECIE. 

The following remarks are from Messrs. Mocatta and Goldsmid’s re- 

rt :— 

Pat week there was again a lively demand for Bar Silver, and the 
price advanced to 61d., at which some amount of business was trans- 
acted; during the last few days, however, the inquiry bas slackened, 
and silver is now offering at 60{d. This depression is probably only 
temporary, as, although not far short of three millions sterling have been 
remitted to India within the last three months, there seems a fair pros- 
pect of the shipments being continued. Mexican Dollars have been 
also largely taken for China during the same period, chiefly for ship- 
ment by sailing vessels round the Cape. The supply is now very 
limited, and although the demand is not by any means general, a frac- 
tion higher than 594d. has in some instances been obtained, 

The foreign exchange having advanced there is no longer much 
advantage in sending gold to Paris; and although all that arriveg here 
is still taken for exportation, the withdrawals from the Bank have in a 
great measure ceased.

TEA, 

The public sales of China commenced on the 16th inst., the offers 
being 14,670 packages, of which 11,000 packages have been sold with- 
out reserve. There was considerable competition, especially for commen 
Congous, Red-leaf realising 1s. 1d. to 1s. 4d., and Kaisow siftings 73d. 
to 83d. per lb. By private contract there has been a more general 
demand for common Congous, and advanced prices are obtained, dea- 
criptions sold last week at 123d. to 13d. being now worth 134d. 

The following is from Messrs. W. J. and H. Thompson’s Circular, 
dated 17th inst.:—During the last few days a speculative feeling has 
prevailed for common Congou, and the price has advanced 4d. per Ib. ; 
other kinds remain much as before, but there is decidedly a healthier 
tone, and importers are firm. Foochow Congous: Dust, siftings, and 
broken leaf are rather dearer, and good common and inferior flavoury 
are saleable at 1s. 1$d., which shows an advance of jd. perlb. For 
superior and medium qualities occasionally better prices can be obtained 
than the depressed rates lately current; the same remark applies to 
fine. Black-leaf Congous: Good common has been taken both by the 
trade, exporters, and speculators at 1s. 1}d. to 1s. 14d. per lb., and 
little now is to be had at the latter figure. Fair and medium have algo 
advanced jd. to $d. per lb., and a good demand has existed at 1s. 2d. 
to 1s. 5d. perlb. Sales in good and fine have been small, but the prices 
obtained have been rather better than those lately ruling. Tayshan 
Congous: Fair to medium in boxes have been sold at 1s. 14d. 
to 1s. 4d. per lb. Oolongs: Good common have again been 
sold at the auction at Is. to 1s. O}d. per Ib. Scented 
Capers: Further sales have been made at the prices quoted in our 
last. Scented Orange Pekoes: A parcel of boxes of common, “ with 
all faults,” in the sale, realised 114d. per]b., and several lots of fair to 
good, received overland, sold at 1s. 2d. to 1s. 5d. per lb. Green 
Teas: There is no new feature to notice; common continues to sell 
freely, but the finer kinds do not meet with ready buyers. The China 
sale, which commenced on the 16th inst., concluded to-day. The 
prices of all common to fair Congous and medium black-leaf are §d. 
per lb. dearer. The United Kingdom stock was, on the 31st ultimo, 
estimated at 100,000,000 Ibs, in 1869, against 86,000,000 Iba. in 1868 ; 
cargoes of vessels arrived up to date, but not included in the above 
stock, with portion of other caagoes only partially included, 14,021,600 
Ibs. in 1869, against 6,016,700 Ibs. in 1868 ; amount “on the water” 
advised by the last mail, 19,458,700 lbs. in 1869, against 27,528,500 
lbs. in 1868. 

SILK. 

With reference to the Lyons market we extract the following from 
the Salut Public :—Business continues to remain in that position 
which is neither activity nor stagnation. To judge from the published 
returna, it may be gaid_to be in the normal condition for this period 
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of the year. What characterises this situation is the difficulty en- 
countered in concluding any bargains. On the one hand the holders, 
who have already made some concessions, are astonished that no greater 
results are produced ; on the other, buyers, who still believe in a fall, 
cannot make up their minds to do more than supply their most press- 
ing wants as they arise. In manufacture, in spite of the presence of 
numerous purchasers, very few transactions take place. The buyer is 
frightened at the high prices, and wishes to wait for the direct require- 
ments of consumption before laying in a stock; but as the quantities 
in hand are not important, and a slight movement would soon exhaust 
them, a general resistance is offered to the lowering of prices. This is 
not the first time, moreover, that this apparent contradiction between 
the weakness of the rates in raw material and firmness in those of 
tissues has been witnessed. This state of things is explained, as we 
have just asid, by the smallness of the stocks held, not only by the 
weavers, but also by the brokers, and likewise because the trade shows 
much prudence in production. A conviction is entertained that a 
alight movement would promptly bring about a satisfactory situation. 


The Silk Market remains tolerably active, and prices show a decided 
advance on those current at the date of our last. Red Peacocks have 
been sold at 24s. 6d., while the 8 chop which was sold at 222. 9d 
has since been placed at 24s. 6d. Classic No. 8 remains at 29s. to 
80s , while other chops are at 262. 6d. to 27s. 6d. ; for instance, 8rd flags 
and common Teatlees are dearer, nothing now being offered at under 
21s. 6d.—indeed, a large quantity imported by ship, and just to hand, 
has sold at a trifle above that price. Hainings are in better inquiry, 
26s. 6d. having been offered for No.2 Fat Mow. Japans are fairly cur- 
rent at last quotations. 


Corron.—Since our last report the Liverpool market has exhibited 
great depression, the pressure to sell having become greater every day 
against an extremely slack inquiry, either from so meng or the 
trade. Prices are down jd. to }d., the current rates being as follows; 
—Surat, 93d. to 113d.; Madras, 94d. to 103d.; Bengal, Scinde, &c., 
84d. ; fair Dhollerah, 102d.; fair Oomrawattee, 10}d.; fair Broach, 
10§d.; fair Bengal, 8gd.; fair Egyptian, 139d. to 14d.; fair Pernam., 
12}d. ; middling Boweds, 12}d.; middling Orleans, 123d. In “ ar- 
rival” cotton but little has been done. The London market has also 
been extremely dull, only a small amount of business having transpired 
at irregular prices. 


Corrzr.—Ceylon: Both Plantation and Native are still in de- 
mand at the advanced rates current at the date of our last. The sales 
have been about 100 casks Plantation at 69s. to 73s, and 4,000 bags 
Native at 50s. 6d. to 52a. per cwt. For the week ended 13th inst. the 
deliveries are nearly 200 tons less than in the corresponding week last 

ear; hut as the landings are 500 tons less, the surplus in the stock is 

Farther diminished, and is now barely 600 tons, the altered relative

LEEDS MARKET. 
The following is from Mesers. Jorss and Co,’s Circular :— 
In Wool the transactions have been very small, and only to supply 
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the current wante of the spinners, who, as a rule, hold fair stocks. 
Prices in the country rule higher than amongst the wool-staplers, and 
there is no anxiety on their part to sell, while spinners find no induoce- 
ment to increase their stocks, as their sales are only small. 


In Yarns there is little change to notice; there is a fair inquiry from 
abroad, but the prices offered are considerably below those current 
here, in consequence of which but little business is done ; the home 
demand also seems to be supplied at present. 


In Pieces there is little fresh business, and manufacturers find their 
position getting worse daily. The rise in Cotton Warps is so serious 
that it materially affecta the price of the manufactured article, which 
advance merchants are not prepared to pay. We hear of a number of 
looms standing, as the losses of manufacturers would be so serious that 
they prefer standing to accepting the rates obtainable. Prices remain 
as last quoted, owing to the absence of any demand, notwithstanding 
the greatly advanced coat of the material; a little demand would bring 
prices much higher. 


MANCHESTER MARKETS. 
The following is from Messrs. Collie and Co.’s Monthly Report, 
dated 17th inst. :— 


Daring the past four weeks there has been a very large business 
traneacted in cotton at hardening rates, and this has had considerable 
influence upon quotations for goods and yarns in this market. A de- 
cided advance has taken place in all descriptions of fabrics, but atill 
insufficient to protect the manufacturer from loss, and this is especially 
the case with the producers of shirtings for the India and China trade. 
These goods must involve a loss of 10 per cent. on the cost, and the 
depression on this branch of the trade has been so great, and continued 
for so long a period, that there is now no doubt that their prodiens 
has been greatly curtailed by the partial or entire stoppage of the mills, 
or else by turning the looms upon other kinds of cloth. No perfectly 
reliable information can be got as to the extent of the actual redaction 
in the manufacture of shirtings. An estimate only can be given, but 
after pretty extensive inquiry we believe that it is at least one-third 
of the average prouucxiye of the past twelve months. But the demand 
for them has been go considerable, that the price, as compared with 
other goods, is still unaffected by the diminished supply. 


Suretincs have not responded to the enhanced prices of cotton 
during the past month. In many instances the looms have been di- 
verted to the manufacture of other fabrics, and there is now an im- 
portant diminution in the production ; it however remains sufficient 
for the present small demand, as 39 in. kinds have been almost un- 
sought for. The wider kinds, 45 in. and upwards, have been frequently 
inquired for and occasionally purchased, but seldom at anything like 
top quotations, and this remark is applicable to the lighter descrip- 


tions also during the past few days, but now they exhibit a languid 
tendency. 


T-Ciorus, in the total absence of demand for the China trade, show 
a considerable falling off in the turn-over, and but for the home trade 
having been moderately active, and the peace settlements between 
Turkey and Greece having brought the Levant buyers more largely 
into the market, our report of them must have been even more gloomy 


than that of shirtings. The business traneacted in them has been con- 
fined to the better kinds. 


Lona Corus anD Domestics have continued to advance in price 
with the upward course of cotton. For the former there has been a 
fair demand at firm prices, chiefly for the Levant trade, but it has now 
subsided, owing to the present high cost being deemed unsafe. The 
latter have maintained their position, not so much from the extent of 
the current demand as from the fact of being sufficiently engaged in 
the early part of January to keep the market still clear of stock. 


MapapPotiams have scarcely been mentioned in the transactions of 
the past month, probably because the previous heavy contracts satisfied 
the requirements of consumers and the trade. Although no present 
demand exists for them, they, like other cotton goods, are now quot- 
ably dearer, and from the altered position of the cotton market they 
could not now be bought at old prices. 


Painters, for some days after our last publication, continued in good 
demand, and it was found easier to obtain full prices for them than for 
other staples. Gradually, however, over production has taken place, 
and this, with a falling off in the inquiry, has brought them moro 
nearly to the general level. The better qualities have been those most 
freely sold, yet they, as well asthe lower ones, can now be obtained on 
terms more favourable to the purchaser. 


Jacconets and Mutts, in consequence of the comparative activity in 
them last month, have been lately more largely produced ; but, like 
other goods suited to India, they are now almost neglected. With 
each successive rise in cotton they have been nominally advanced, but, 
were offers obtainable, they could no doubt be had at 14d. per piece 
under the current quotations. 


Yagns have been pretty extensively sold in the aggregate, the higher 
prices asked have been more readily paid for them than for goods, and 
spinners generally continue atill well engaged. No. 40's Mule and 
better spinnings for India have enjoyed rather more favour, but 
spinners would concede 3d. off their quotations to induce a repetition 
of orders, which have nearly ceased for the present, through the un- 
willingness of Eastern buyers for extended operations. In the higher 
classes there has been continuous moderate buying; they are fully en- 
gaged and firm in price, although at the moment no new contracts of 
any importance are offering. No. 16’s to 24's and 28's to 32's Water 
have been weaker than for months past, owing to the absence of the 
usual.China demand, and the small trade transacted in them has been 
confined to a fow sales for the Continent.
